the night that Eddie “Gwen” 
In# Araujo was murdered at a party 
in Newark, California, on Thursday, 
October 3, s/he was wearing a denim 
mini-skirt s/he had borrowed from 
Julia Valenzuela, who calls herself “his 
best friend.” 

Valenzuela said that Araujo, 17, 
had started dressing like a girl in the 
summer between their eighth and 
ninth grade years. “The punk, the 
gothic, we went through everything. 
First he called himself‘Angie,’ then he 
fell in love with Gwen Stefani,” Valen¬ 
zuela said, referring to the lead singer 
of the band No Doubt. 

“He would always say to me, ‘It’s 
not Eddie, it’s Gwen.’ He’d get black 
knee-high stockings, cut the bottoms, 
and wear them on his arms. He always 
had at least two rings on each hand 
and he would wear these tight leather 
pants. He was a beautiful boy and a 
beautiful girl. 

“He had pink streaks in his hair, 
because Gwen Stefani dyed hers

J ihad Abdul-Alim Akbar was killed by 
police outside the Bagdad Gafe, but ac¬ 
cording to his close friend, his real killer 
was the culture of drugs in the gay commu¬ 
nity. 

“I feel in some ways our community 
killed him,” said Tom Strong, who had 
known Akbar for six years. 

Police shot and killed Akbar outside the 
popular Castro District restaurant on Octo¬ 
ber 8 at about 10:30 p.m. Police said they 
were forced to shoot Akbar after he lunged 
at them with two large butcher knives he al¬ 
legedly took from the restaurant. 

According to witnesses, Akbar was mut¬ 
tering the words “fags,” “homosexuals,” 
“white power,” and “nigger” before the 
shooting. 

Akbar, 28, was African American and ac¬ 
cording to Strong, was openly gay and at 
times struggled with feelings of being con¬ 
flicted as a Muslim gay man. 

Strong is convinced that Akbar’s long¬ 
term speed use precipitated the incident by 
putting Akbar in a psychotic state. 

Strong speculated that his friend might 
also have intended to commit suicide by en¬ 
couraging the police to shoot him. But 
Strong is critical of how officers handled the 
incident. 

“It was obviously excessive force,” he said, 
suggesting that police should have resorted 
to other measures to bring Akbar under con¬ 
trol rather than shooting him. 

Akbar is survived by his longtime friend 
and partner of nearly seven years, Tim 
Silard. Like others close to Akbar, Silard, who 


is an assistant district attorney for San Fran¬ 
cisco, questioned whether police could have 
found a way to subdue Akbar other than 
shooting him. 

“Right now, we’re pretty angry,” he said, 
adding that the family has hired well-known 
Oakland attorney John Burris and is consid-

I n the District 8 supervisor race, a political 
tug-of-war is shaping up once again be¬ 
tween moderates and progressives. The 
fight is not only over who will represent the 
district in City Hall, but also how a number of 
quality of life issues will fare at the ballot box. 

Which political camp comes out victori¬ 
ous on November 5 will not only shape life 
in the Castro, Noe Valley, and Glen Park 
neighborhoods, but could very well portend 
where the political tides are turning as the 
city prepares to elect a new mayor next year. 

Three years ago, moderates barely pre¬ 
vailed over progressives to send Supervisor 
Mark Leno back to the board for another 
term. Now, Leno is likely headed to the state 
Assembly and the seat is open. This year, the 
progressive vote could split between openly 
gay BART board member Tom Radulovich 
and out lesbian Eileen Hansen, who lost to 
Leno by less than 800 votes in 2000, giving 
moderates a chance to send openly gay 
Bevan Dufty, who served as Mayor Willie 
Brown’s director of neighborhood services, 
back to City Hall, this time as a legislator 
rather than an aide. 

Watching the race closely, and how the 
district votes for several propositions on next 
month’s ballot, are Supervisors Tom Ammi- 
ano and Gavin Newsom. Both have an eye 
toward the mayor’s seat and are looking to 
see which of their dueling initiatives to solve 
the city’s homeless issues will prevail. 

Ammiano could gain a strong ally on the 
board if either Hansen, whom he has en¬ 
dorsed, or Radulovich, who touts the fact he 
supported Ammiano’s 1999 mayoral bid, is 
elected. Both candidates have come out 
against Newsom’s Proposition N, the Care 
Not Cash initiative, and Hansen is support¬ 
ive of Ammiano’s countermeasure Proposi¬ 
tion O, Exits from Homelessness. 

If voters elect Dufty, who not only sup¬ 
ports Care Not Cash but also Proposition R, 
page 16 ►

Manufacturers 
defend N-9 condoms

W hy do manufacturers 
continue to produce con¬ 
doms lubricated with 
nonoxynol-9 spermicide despite 
lack of proof that it offers any 
benefit to the consumer and de¬ 
spite studies that show that N-9 
lube significantly increases the 
risk of HIV? 

Those fighting N-9 say the an¬ 
swer is simple: money. N-9 con¬ 
doms constitute about 40 percent 
of sales, the activists say. For two 
of the three big names in N-9 con¬ 
doms, LifeStyles and Durex, the 
answer is equally as simple. They 
simply won’t answer the question. 

A spokesman for the third 
major manufacturer still making 
N-9 condoms under the Trojan 
brand, Church and Dwight, told 
the Bay Area Reporter in an e-mail: 
“A condom lubricated with N-9 is 
an important product for women 
as a back-up contraceptive.” 

However, according to the 
World Health Organization’s June 
2002 report on N-9: “There is no 
evidence that condoms lubricated 
with nonoxynol-9 are any more 
effective in preventing pregnancy 
or infection than condoms lubri¬ 
cated with silicone, and such con¬ 
doms should no longer be pro¬ 
moted.” 

The Trojan spokesman did not 
respond when confronted with 
the WHO report that contradicts 


the company’s justification for 
continuing to make N-9 con¬ 
doms. 

Several condom makers, in¬ 
cluding Oakland-based Mayer 
Laboratories, have stopped mak¬ 
ing N-9 condoms, citing health 
concerns and lack of any benefit 
to the consumer. 

When SSL International, the 
company that makes Durex con¬ 
doms, was asked by the B.A.R. 
what benefit N-9 condoms pro¬ 


vide to the consumer, the compa¬ 
ny replied with a press release rid¬ 
dled with misspellings that never 
answered the question. When 
asked again, a company spokes¬ 
woman replied: “I’m not in a po¬ 
sition to say any more on this 
issue at this stage.” 

The SSL press release did make 
note of the WHO report and the 
company said it is “taking steps to 
implement labelling [sic] changes 
for those condom products with¬ 
in our range which contain N9. 
This will advise that condoms lu¬ 


bricated with N9 are not intended 
for frequent multiple daily use 
and are for vaginal use only.” 

But the least responsive com¬ 
pany was Ansell Limited, the man¬ 
ufacturer of LifeStyles condoms. 
The company’s spokeswoman 
parroted that it made a product 
that is approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration and that all 
questions should be directed to 
that agency. 

An FDA spokeswoman, who 


asked not to be named, said that 
the agency is working on new la¬ 
beling requirements for N-9 con¬ 
doms. When asked why the FDA 
allows N-9 condoms on the mar¬ 
ket when they have not been 
proven to be safe or effective, the 
spokeswoman said she couldn’t 
answer the question. 

After public pressure, all man¬ 
ufacturers recently decided to stop 
making lubricants laced with N-9, 
but so far most major condom 
makers have shown little sign that 
they’re ready to back down. T

SAN FRANCISCO PROPOSITIONS 


Proposition A Vote YES 

Water Bonds 

The time has come to bite the bullet. For 
years the city has been diverting hundreds 
of millions of dollars from water sales to put 
in the general fund. The Hetch Hetchy sys¬ 
tem has suffered from deferred maintenance 
for many years. We must upgrade the sys¬ 
tem to ensure a safe drinking water supply. 
This is not just for San Franciscans but 
other counties around the bay as well which 
pay much more for water than we do. We 
strongly recommend a YES vote on Prop. A. 

Proposition B Vote YES 

Affordable Housing Bonds 

In an ongoing program to build afford¬ 
able housing the city must issue new bonds 
to help defray these costs. The money would 
be used to rehab older units, build new 
ones, and help to finance first-time buyers 
in the purchase of a new home. Also, most 
of this money would be matched with out¬ 
side financial assistance. This proposition, 
like Proposition A, is being fought by land¬ 
lords, apartment house owners, and other 
self-serving groups. Look in the voter hand¬ 
book to see the broad support for this mea¬ 
sure and then look at those who oppose it. 
Affordable housing is necessary. We urge a 
YES vote on Prop. B. 

Proposition C Vote YES 

Veterans Building Bonds 

This building was severely damaged in 
the Loma Prieta earthquake, like other 
buildings in Civic Center. It is among the 
last to be retrofitted. This bond issue would 
expand some of the unused space to provide 
public access to performing arts groups. 
There would be more than adequate space 
for veterans groups. This measure is op¬ 
posed by a small number of veterans orga¬ 
nizations, while other groups support it. We 
wrote a strong editorial on this proposition 
in early September. We recommend a YES 
vote on Prop. C. 

Proposition D Vote NO 

Energy 

We have long opposed the takeover of 
the electric services by the city. First, cheap¬ 
er rates would not occur. Second, we see the 
city siphoning off the money to add to an 
already bloated city budget. Third, the cost 
to take over the system from PG&E would 
be prohibitive - approximately $3 billion. 
We continue to urge you to vote NO on 
Prop. D. 

Proposition E Vote YES 

Water and Sewer Rates, 

Surplus Funds 

If Proposition A passes, and we hope it 
will, this proposition would help to keep the 
costs of the bonds down, thus more afford¬ 
able. It would allow the San Francisco Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission to issue bonds with 
a 2/3 majority approval of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. Bond underwriters charge more 
for voter-approved bonds issues; we don’t 
know why, they just do. We urge a YES vote 
on Prop. E. 

Proposition F Vote NO 

Entertainment 

Commission Appointments 

This is another slap at the current 
mayor’s authority to transfer more power to 
the Board of Supervisors. We are sorry that 
this fractious board can’t get along with the 
mayor. Hell, they can’t even get along with 
themselves. This is another reason to return 
to at-large voting instead of district elec¬ 
tions, which we opposed as well. Having 
lived through this once before and losing 
Harvey Milk was enough. Don’t give them 
more power. Vote NO on Prop. F. 

Proposition G Vote YES 

Elections Assistance 

This is a cost-saving measure and it 
would help to speed up the vote tally. It 
would allow other city departments to help 
the elections department staff members in 
all tasks except vote counting. We think the 


time has come to cut back on some elections 
costs. Vote YES on Prop. G. 

Proposition H Vote YES 

Police and Firefighter 
Retirement Benefits 

This is an interesting proposition on the 
ballot - no opposition at all. Why? Because 
it is a win-win for the city. It would increase 
retirement benefits for all future retirees 
after January 1, 2003. With billions of dol¬ 
lars in an overfunded retirement plan, it 
would not cost us anything for at least 10 
years. If the surplus dries up then the re¬ 
tirees would pay for the extra benefits them¬ 
selves. Vote YES on Prop. H. 

Proposition I Vote YES 

Paid parental leave 

This would allow the city to supplement 
from 12 to 16 weeks of paid leave for city 
employees who take time off after the birth, 
adoption, or foster care placement of a 
child. The employee would have to use up 
vacation time, sick leave, and disability ben¬ 
efits before it would kick in. Employees who 
resign before six months is up would have 
to pay back the paid parental leave. Sounds 
fair. Vote YES on I. 

Proposition J Vote YES 

Supervisors Salaries 

We have long advocated a decent wage 
for supervisors. It would bring us better 
candidates and professional people would 
run for the board. Salaries would be set by 
the Civil Service Commission and be based 
on comparable wages paid to supervisors in 
other counties. Our supervisors work full 
time now and we can’t afford to lose their 
time with secondary jobs so that they can 
make a decent living. Vote YES on ]: 

Proposition K Vote NO 

Selection of Official Newspaper 

This proposition smacks of some kind of 
personal vendetta; we don’t know why. The 
amount of paid ballot arguments against it 
is quite extensive, including the mayor and 
three supervisors. We think the system 
should stay the way it is. Vote NO on K. 

Proposition L Vote NO 

Real Estate Transfer Tax 

This is another way to try and make up 
money that was lost to the city. It’s also a 
payback to big businesses who sued to stop 
the exorbitant business tax, which the city 
lost. We have lost many businesses from the 
city; those tax revenues and fees helped sup¬ 
port our budget. This measure would only 
drive more businesses out of the city. Why 
penalize people who have, over the years, 
seen their homes increase in value? Stop un¬ 
necessary taxation. Vote NO on Prop. L. 

Proposition M Vote NO 

Economic Development 

This proposition smacks of a tit-for-tat 
strike by the mayor at the Board of Super¬ 
visors. It would give new duties to the Of¬ 
fice of Economic Development, and would 
take money from the business taxes to fund 
it. This money would come from the gener¬ 
al fund (already stretched to cover myriad 
city services) to help pay for it. It would 
override the board’s authority to enact leg¬ 
islation concerning the city’s economy, in¬ 
cluding business development, employ¬ 
ment, and revenue. Stop the grab by the 
mayor. Vote NO on Prop. M. 

Proposition N Vote YES 

Adjusting Services and 
Payment to Homeless Individuals 
(Care Not Cash) 

Finally, a measure to address the home¬ 
less problem in San Francisco. While this is 
unlikely to solve the entire homeless issue, 
it is definitely a step in the right direction. 
This went on the ballot with an overwhelm¬ 
ing number of petition signatures. Obvi¬ 
ously, the public is concerned and it is will¬ 
ing to do something about the problem - 
unlike the majority of elected officials, 
who’ve been stymied for years and unable 
to develop an action plan. We strongly urge 
a YES vote on Proposition N. 


Proposition 0 Vote NO 
Conditions for Providing Services 
and Payment to Homeless Individ¬ 
uals (Exits from Homelessness) 

This measure was placed on the ballot at 
the last minute by Board of Supervisors Pres¬ 
ident Tom Ammiano in opposition to Super¬ 
visor Gavin Newsom’s Care Not Cash 
(Proposition N). Ammiano sponsored this 
initiative to help save face in his lack of lead¬ 
ership on the homeless issue. There are no 
concrete figures provided in this measure, and 
no details as to how it would be implement¬ 
ed. Don’t be misled. Vote NO on Prop. O. 

Proposition P Vote NO 
Revenue Bond 
Oversight Committee 

Just what we don’t need is another com¬ 
mittee to help oversee bond spending. An 
example of the costs would be if Proposi¬ 
tion A passes (and we hope it does), an esti¬ 
mated $814,000 would be for committee ex¬ 
penses over the life of the bonds. We don’t 
need this. Vote NO on Prop. P. 

Proposition Q Vote NO 
Use of City Funds 

On the surface this ordinance doesn’t 
look bad, but we’re concerned about the 
ramifications. The law is quite clear on this 
subject; no city contractor can use city 
funds for any kind of campaigning. This 
looks like an attack on some nonprofit 
groups that may have opposed the mayor in 
some of his schemes. We don’t believe we 
need to change the law at this time. Vote NO 
on Prop. Q. 

Proposition R Vote YES 
Condominium Conversion with 
Certain Conditions 

This was placed on the ballot by petition 
and had sufficient signatures to go before 
voters. We see this measure as a means for 
first-time buyers to have a chance at own¬ 
ing a piece of property to call home. While 
it’s still not a perfect answer to the housing 
market, it is a start. Vote YES on R. 

Proposition S Vote YES 
Medical Marijuana 

Should the city consider growing mari¬ 
juana for medical purposes? We say yes; this 
is a no-brainer. Vote YES on S. 

Proposition BB Vote YES 
BART Seismic 
Safety Bond 

BART officials have long been concerned 
about the safety of the system in the event 
of another major earthquake. The transit 
system proved vital during 1989 when the 
Bay Bridge was out of commission follow¬ 
ing the Loma Prieta earthquake. Now BART 
must update the system to meet seismic 
safety standards. The time is now to repair 
the infrastructure. Vote YES on BB. 


STATE PROPOSITIONS 


Proposition 46 Vote YES 
Housing and Emergency Shelter 
Trust Fund Act of 2002 

Proposition 46 provides emergency shel¬ 
ters for battered women and children, af¬ 
fordable housing for low-income families, 
and affordable housing for seniors. Some 
funds for homeless shelters with social ser¬ 
vices are paid out of existing state funds with¬ 
out raising existing taxes. The measure is en¬ 
dorsed by a diverse coalition of groups, from 
the AARP to the League of Women Voters. 
The state could sell $2.1 billion in bonds to 
support various housing projects. We think 
it is a good issue. Vote YES on Prop. 46. 

Proposition 47 Vote YES 
Kindergarten-University Public 
Education Facilities Bond Act of 
2002 

This bond issue would raise money to 
help upgrade some facilities, build new 
ones, and help modernize and refurbish our 
oldest schools. It would also earmark money 
for our community colleges and the state 
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Keeping gay murderers behind bars 

Not just some gays but also some Republicans 
must be delighted to attack Governor Davis for keep¬ 
ing the convicted killers, Mark Smith and Robert 
Rosenkrantz, behind bars. Davis’s enemies, hoping for 
another Willie Horton, would like nothing better than 
the release of such murderers followed by new acts of 
violence on their part. 

As a Democrat and an opponent of capital pun¬ 
ishment, I want to keep the men locked up. Don’t put 
Davis at risk of paying the price Michael Dukakis paid 
in the presidential election of 1988. 

Davis has given us strong environmental legisla¬ 
tion, earning the endorsement of the Sierra Club, pro¬ 
tected women’s right to choose, and strengthened gay 
partnerships.

My household just received a mailer from the Cal¬ 
ifornia Democratic Party in support of Proposition 
52, the Election Day Voter Registration initiative.

precincts one more time before having to re-register;

where but have maintained a permanent residence in 
California can apply for absentee ballots or vote in 
their home precinct on Election Day. 

The deadline to register to vote in any election is a 
whopping 15 days before that election. Most people 
plan their social activities and summer vacations 
much further in advance than 15 days. 

Don’t be fooled by supporters of Proposition 52. 
People who fail to vote usually do so by choice, not 
because they are not eligible.

Queers against CNC 

This is regarding Gavin Newsom’s op-ed last week 
on his Care Not Cash initiative [“Proposition N: Real 
care, not inadequate cash,” October 17]. For members 
of our community, this measure means anything but 
“care.” 

Under Proposition N, Care Not Cash, if an LGBT 
person is attacked, raped, beaten, or subjected to ho¬ 
mophobic harassment at a homeless shelter and does 
not go back to that same shelter, his/her general assis¬ 
tance benefits are cut. 

A woman who is raped or attacked at a shelter and 
who does not go back to that same shelter has her 
benefits cut. In fact, any person beaten or harassed at 
a shelter has no choice but to return to the scene of 
their assault or have their benefits cut. 

Newsom, who created this initiative with the back¬ 
ing of big downtown money, confirmed this at the 
Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic Club endorsement 
meeting in August. He admitted that persons who do 
not go back to a shelter even after being attacked will 
have their benefits cut. Explaining this “poison pill,” 
Proposition N campaign manager Jim Ross told the 
Bay Area Reporter (Sept. 26): “Somebody that harass¬ 
es somebody else in a shelter is committing a major 
rule violation, which puts their own GA at risk, so 
there’s now a bigger punishment tool for that kind of 
behavior.” 

Would you go back to a place where you were beat¬ 
en or raped, even if you thought your attacker might 
be punished in some way? 

Proposition N will punish those homeless people 
who won’t go back into life-threatening situations, 
whether or not their attackers are punished. 

The city already has a plan to tackle homelessness, 
the Continuum of Care. It’s been endorsed by hun¬ 
dreds of community groups and many supervisors. 
But the city has yet to implement it because the will is 
not there in City Hall. 

Proposition N is not a solution. It will only put 
homeless queers and others at greater risk. The back¬ 
ers of Proposition N don’t seem to understand that 
we as LGBT people live every day with the threat of 
being beaten or killed because of who we are. Putting 
our lives at risk by forcing us to choose between our 
safety and general assistance benefits is immoral and 
homophobic. 

Vote no on Proposition N. Protect every member 
of our community.

SF supe candidates 
in campaign sprint

F ollowing the return of dis¬ 
trict election for supervisors 
two years ago, the length of 
their terms was determined by lot 
and those representing the city’s 
“even” districts were forced to run 
again this year. 

In District 2, Pacific Heights 
and the Marina, incumbent Su¬ 
pervisor Gavin Newsom, who 
was re-elected unopposed two 
years ago after having originally 
been appointed by the mayor, is 
opposed this year by three chal¬ 
lengers: former Recreation and 
Park Commissioner Lynne New- 
house Segal, an attorney and 
longtime Democratic Party ac¬ 
tivist; H. (Harold) Brown, a jour¬ 
nalist and previous supe candi¬ 
date; and Len Pettigrew, a one¬ 
time pro football player and spe¬ 
cial education teacher. Though 
Newhouse Segal has a well-fi¬ 
nanced campaign, incumbent 
Newsom, the author of Proposi¬ 
tion N (Care Not Cash) and a 
probable candidate for 
mayor next year, deserves 
re-election and should 
win that race easily on 
November 5. 

In District 4, the 
Outer Sunset and 
Parkside, there are 

eight candi- _ 

dates running 

to succeed Su- _ 

pervisor Le- 

land Yee, who is likely headed to : 
the state Assembly from the 12th 
District. The four candidates in 
District 4 who have the best chance 
of election include Andrew Lee, a 
former assistant in Mayor Willie 
Brown’s Office of Neighborhood 
Services, who has the endorsement 
of Brown as well as Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley; Fiona Ma, a for¬ 
mer aide to state Senator John 
Burton (D-San Francisco), who, 
incidentally, has endorsed her can¬ 
didacy; Ed Jew, a flower store 
owner and former Republican 
Party official; and Ron Dudum, a 
retired owner of a printing compa¬ 
ny. Yee and neighboring District 7 
Supervisor Tony Hall have both 
endorsed Jew. Other District 4 can¬ 
didates include Marks Lam; Barry 
Hermanson, a Green party mem¬ 
ber; Realtor Krista Spence Loret- 
to; and Joel Ventresca, a peren¬ 
nial candidate for any number of 
local offices. Either Ma or Lee 
would serve that district well as its 
next supervisor. 

District 6, represented by Su¬ 
pervisor Chris Daly, includes the 
South of Market, Tenderloin, 
South Beach, Civic Center, and a 
part of the Mission. The contro¬ 
versial Daly, who won election two 
years ago with more than 80 per¬ 
cent of the vote, has drawn a list of 
challengers who include Burke 
Strunsky, an assistant district at¬ 
torney; Arthur Jackson, the 
owner of an employment agency, 
who has served both as a Health 
Commissioner and a Commis¬ 
sioner on Aging; Michael Sweet, 
an attorney and neighborhood ac¬ 
tivist; Garrett Jenkins, a longtime 
Tenderloin resident and activist 
who works with the North of Mar¬ 
ket Planning Coalition; Malinka 
Moye, a self-described scientist, 
who also happens to have a lengthy 
arrest record; James Leo Dunn, 
an inventor; Roger Gordon, a 
neighborhood development direc¬ 
tor; and Robert Power, a member

of the Libertarian party. The two 
openly queer candidates are Jenk¬ 
ins, a bisexual, and Power, who is 
gay. Daly has a well-organized 
grassroots campaign and will like¬ 
ly win re-election to this seat, but 
not until after a December 
runoff. I’d recommend 
a vote for Burke Strun¬ 
sky to voters in Dis¬ 
trict 6. 

In District 8, 
where a vacancy oc¬ 
curs due to Supervisor 
Mark Leno’s likely ad-

13, there are 
three particularly well-known can¬ 
didates - all from the LGBT com¬ 
munity: Bevan Dufty, Tom 
Radulovich, and Eileen Hansen.

Three lesser-known candidates in¬ 
clude Shawn O’Hearn, a former 
supervisorial candidate and De¬ 
mocratic Party activist; James 
Green, a firefighter-paramedic 
who also once ran for the board; 
and Starchild, a Libertarian who’s 
an exotic dancer and male escort. 
As a longtime resident of this dis¬ 
trict, this one is easy for me. Bevan 
Dufty, who strongly supports 
Proposition N, the Care Not Cash 
initiative (the other major candi¬ 
dates oppose it) is by far the best 
choice for this district that in¬ 
cludes the Castro, Noe Valley, and 
Diamond Heights. Live in District 
8? Join me in voting for Dufty for 
supervisor on November 5. 

The District 10 area of the 
Bayview-Hunters Point, and 
Potrero Hill neighborhoods has 
apparently been so well represent¬ 
ed by Supervisor Sophie 
Maxwell that no one filed to run 
against her this year.

George Lucas, Neil Young, 
Sammy and Kari Hager and 
Mayor Willie L. Brown.

, I f here has been mixed re- 
f- sponse in the gay communi¬ 
ty to Rosie O’Donnell’s pub¬ 
lic brawl with Gruner + Jahr, pub¬ 
lisher of her eponymous maga¬ 
zine. In his weekly column, 
Michelangelo Signorile has been 
sympathetic to O’Donnell, point¬ 
ing out the implied homophobia 
of G + J’s assertion that the 
“Queen of Nice” has changed for 
the worse since coming out. In 
contrast, journalist Steve Friess 
has chastised O’Donnell for pre¬ 
senting gay parents as “foul- 
mouthed” and “back-stab¬ 
bing.”

to O’Donnell on the phone last 
spring in preparation for an 
interview, I met two Rosies. 
One was a very good listen¬ 
er with a warm, engaging 
manner that made me feel like 
we’d known each other for 
years, not minutes. The 
other was a direct, no- 
nonsense business execu¬ 
tive accustomed to laying 
down the law 
- what some 
might call a 
“bitch.” To 
me, the two sides didn’t seem to 
be in conflict. In fact, her particu¬ 
lar combination of strong person¬ 
ality traits probably has a lot to do 
with why O’Donnell - like Oprah 
Winfrey - is one of the richest, 
most successful women around. 

But 30-plus years into the sec¬ 
ond wave of feminism, the word 
“bitch” is still used to keep uppity 
women, rich and poor, in their 
place. There’s no real male equiv¬ 
alent for the epithet - an outspo¬ 
ken, take-charge, controlling man 
is just the boss. “No one calls Jack 
Welch [former CEO of General 
Electric] a bitch,” O’Donnell ob¬ 
served in her interview of Martha 
Stewart - another successful 
“bitch” - published earlier this 
year in Rosie magazine before her 
own troubles began. 

Oddly, many men and women 
alike still seem to believe that 
being “nice,” not forceful, is a 
woman’s natural realm. Some are 
even incredulous or annoyed if a 
woman like O’Donnell ventures 
outside her approved sphere. O’¬ 
Donnell “used to be this nice, 
funny, sweet woman,” complained 
CNN anchor Anderson Cooper, a 
gay man. He then proceeded to 
ridicule her “butchy” hairstyle on 
national television. And what hap¬ 
pened, Friess lamented in the 
Washington Blade, to “the likable 
gal pal” and “fun-loving big sister” 
O’Donnell used to be? Like Coop¬ 
er, Friess then took a potshot at 
her, speculating that she decided 


to become a “bad grrrl” to make 
herself seem less average. 

But consider O’Donnell’s sup¬ 
posedly new persona from her 
own perspective. In an interview 
on the Isaac Mizrahi Show, she ad¬ 
mitted to her host that having to 
be so “nice” all the time as a talk- 
show host “became a little oppres¬ 
sive.” You don’t need to be as rich 
as Rosie to understand what she 
means - just like men, women 
don’t feel “nice” all the time, in¬ 
cluding when their work atmos¬ 
phere is unpleasant or a business 
partnership goes sour. Expecting 
Rosie to just grin and bear it, re¬ 
gardless of what her experience 
with G + J was, reminds me of 
when I’m walking down the street, 
deep in serious thought, and a 
man - a complete stranger - 
comes right up to me and says 
“Smile!” 

In a lot of ways, lesbians are the 
quintessence of the “not-nice” 
woman. We have no reason to 
please men, straight or gay, by 
smiling constantly, or wearing 
what they consider to be attractive 
hairstyles, or standing in as their 
nurturing big-sister and mommy 
figures. Some of us are angry. - 
and show it - when men don’t or 
won’t do anything to obliterate 
sexism. And that includes gay 
men. I find it curious, for exam¬ 
ple, that some gay men turn 
celebrity “bitches” like Barbra and 
Cher into icons, but feel threat¬ 
ened by the angry lesbians in their 
own lives. Maybe that’s because, to 
them, lesbians are “bitches” and 
“butches” - not a very “nice” com¬ 
bination, and exactly what O’¬ 
Donnell is getting grief for. 

For me, though, the sight of 
O’Donnell announcing her break 
with her publisher - with another 
“bitch,” former U.S. Attorney 
Mary Jo White, at her side as legal 
counsel - was a real “you go, girl” 
kind of moment.

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What’s so queer 
about Sonny and Cher?

October 27, 1964 (38 years ago 
this week): Cherilyn Sarkisian 
LaPierre and Sonny Bono get 
married, on their way to becom¬ 
ing one of the most memorable 
couples in entertainment history. 


T he gay community’s vibe has 
resonated with many 
celebrities, but perhaps no 
prominent straight couple has 
found its career as deeply inter¬ 
twined with gays and lesbians as 
Salvatore Bono and Cherilyn 
Sarkisian LaPierre - better known 
as Sonny and Cher. 

The story that the two met in a 
lesbian bar is probably apoc¬ 
ryphal, though Cher has acknowl¬ 
edged erotic relationships with 
women in her youth, liaisons that, 
she later recalled, weren’t “some¬ 
thing that kept my interest.” 

What did keep the lanky, deep¬ 
voiced singer’s interest, though, 
was the short, charming, 
goofy crooner 11 years her 
senior who was initially 
her roommate, but soon 
became her lover and, in 
1964, her husband. Sonny and 
Cher each had found limit¬ 
ed solo success, and 
their first attempt at 
working together 
(touring bowling al¬ 
leys and skating rinks as “Caesar 
and Cleo”) brought little acclaim. 

But in 1965, Sonny wrote a 
simple tribute to ’60s-style love, 
and with “I Got You Babe,” Sonny 
and Cher made it big. For the next 
two years, they ruled the rock 
scene, with hits like “Baby Don’t 
Go” and “The Beat Goes On.” But 
by the end of the decade, their 
music had lost its audience, and 
two failed attempts at moviemak¬ 
ing left them deeply in debt. There 
was one bright spot for the duo, 
though - the birth of daughter 
Chastity in 1969. 

Sonny and Cher began playing 
Las Vegas and touring, though 
their romance frayed and their 
tensions played out on stage. But 
the audience loved it, so Cher’s 
put-downs and Sonny’s bumbling 
became trademarks. At the same 
time, Cher became something of 
an icon to the burgeoning femi¬ 
nist movement because of her in¬ 
dependence, forthrightness, and 
shattering of the narrow sexist de¬ 
finition of female beauty. 

Their act caught Hollywood’s 
attention, and in January 1972 
their own comedy-variety TV se¬ 
ries debuted. The show was all 
camp - from outrageous Bob 
Mackie costumes to banter filled 
with sexual innuendo. Sonny and 
Cher began recording again, and 
their music career was on the up¬ 
swing just as their marriage could 
no longer hold itself together. 

One cause of their breakup was 
Cher’s affairs, including with 
record producer David Geffen 
(who came out as gay two decades 
later) and southern rock guitarist 
Greg Allman (whom she married 
five days after her 1975 split from 
Sonny). 

Though divorced, Sonny and 
Cher nonetheless found their tele¬ 
vision careers remained wedded. 
Cher’s solo variety show (which had 
something of a gay sensibility - its 
debut featured Bette Midler and 
Elton John) overwhelmed her, and 
having failed in his own solo show, 
Sonny accepted his ex-wife’s invita-

tion to create a new Sonny and Cher 
series. That incarnation lasted for 
two seasons, including a very awk¬ 
ward period in which Cher was 
pregnant with Allman’s baby. 

Without abandoning enter¬ 
tainment (he played a theme park 
owner in the 1988 campy cult film 
Hairspray ), post-Sonny-and-Cher 
Sonny made a bigger mark in the 
world of politics. A successful 
Palm Springs restaurateur, 
he was elected mayor of 
that city in 1988. 

Despite having cam¬ 
paigned as a friend of the 
resort city’s visible gay 
community, the Republi¬ 
can was widely criti¬ 
cized for slighting 
gays and lesbians 
personally and leg¬ 
islatively as mayor. In the 1994 Re¬ 
publican landslide, he was elected 
to Congress, where he consistent¬ 
ly voted against the gay commu¬ 
nity’s interests. He died in a skiing 
accident in 1998, and his wife, 
Mary, was elected to fill his seat. 

Meanwhile, Cher pursued her 
acting career, playing a lesbian in 
1983’s Silkwood. She was nomi¬ 
nated for an Oscar for that perfor¬ 
mance, then went on to win an 
Academy Award for Best Actress 
in Moonstruck ( 1987). 

Despite the respectability be¬ 
stowed by an Oscar statuette, 
Cher’s personal and professional 
life fascinated gossip-hounds. She 
had several well-publicized ro¬ 
mances (including one with a 
bagel seller two decades her ju¬ 
nior), underwent numerous plas¬ 
tic surgeries, and starred in in¬ 
fomercials and fitness videos. 

Cher’s music career found new 
life with upbeat tunes like “One By 
One” and “Believe” that were em¬ 
braced by audiences worldwide, 
but especially by gay men. Her 
icon status solidified as a VH-1 
“Diva,” Cher regularly recognizes 
the “fabulous gentlemen” who 
flock to her concerts and have 
consistently boosted her career. 

Perhaps the queerest product 
of the Sonny and Cher partner¬ 
ship, though, was their lesbian 
daughter Chastity. She was fea¬ 
tured prominently on her parents’ 
TV show, dressed in outfits re¬ 
sembling Cher’s, though the 
tomboyish Chastity eventually in¬ 
sisted that some of her outfits re¬ 
semble Sonny’s. While a teenager, 
she was seduced by a lesbian 
friend of her mother’s, whom she

considered a “great lover.” Though 
finding out about her daughter’s 
sexuality initially took a toll on 
Cher, the megastar soon was soon 
quite supportive. 

In 1990, Chastity was outed by 
the tabloids, an experience she later 
said deterred her from coming out 
publicly, which she eventually did 
in a 1995 Advocate cover story. She 
was quickly adopted by major na¬ 
tional gay and lesbian organiza¬ 
tions, serving as a spokeswoman 
for the Human Rights Campaign 
and an activist for the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against Defamation. 
She left the latter job under a storm 
of controversy over remarks she 
made that implied that the Ellen 
show was becoming too gay. ▼

Family and friends 
remember mall- 
stabbing victim 


Still, he remained an active, 
vital part of his own community, 
said Evans, who was impressed 
with the family Walters built here, 
including a crowd of regulars at 
the Wednesday night dinners of¬ 
fered by the Most Holy Redeemer 
Church in the Castro, the neigh¬ 
borhood where he spent most of 
his time. 

“I’ve thought and thought 
about this, and still I cannot fath¬ 
om Ronnie doing anything that 
would make someone kill him,” 
said Mack, 46, a Castro resident 
who declined to give his last 
name. Mack said that his own bat¬ 
tles - with cancer, and the recent 
death of his son in the World 
Trade Center attacks - led him to 
drink a lot at area bars, and he 
would often run into Walters on 
the streets on his way home. “He 
was very docile. He didn’t like to 
fight or anything. And he would 
give you the shirt off his back,” 
said Mack, noting that Walters’s 
presence at the downtown mall 
was in itself an odd occurrence. 

Police do not have a lot of in¬ 
formation about Walters’s alleged 
attacker, although they may have 
a rough video shot of him exiting 
the mall. A witness reportedly saw 
Walters cornered in a restroom 
stall, according to Evans, and he 
asked for help. But it would be too 
late: shortly thereafter, Walters, 
stabbed in the chest, apparently 
staggered to the food court area 
where he collapsed and died 
around 8 p.m. 

“He was very loved at home, 
and we worried about him a lot,” 
said Evans, who noted that al¬ 
though Walters would call his 
mother and sister every week or 
so, his frequent check-ins did not 
stop his family from worrying 
about his safety. “This has been a 
call we thought would come 
someday. We just never expected 
it to be murder.” ▼

■I 1 he news was disturbing, but 
brief: an unidentified man 
1 was stabbed to death in the 
popular and trendy San Francisco 
Centre on October 10, the Market 
Street mall that houses several up¬ 
scale retailers and eateries. 

For most city residents, learn¬ 
ing that the victim was apparent¬ 
ly stabbed in the restroom and 
found lying in the food court area 
was enough information. But 
Ronda Evans wants people to 
know exactly who the victim was: 
her 29-year-old little brother, 
Ronnie Walters, a gay homeless 
man and longtime San Francisco 
resident with many loving friends 
and family members. 


“He was just a very loved, and 
lovable, person,” said Evans, 34, 
who was in San Francisco last 
week from her hometown of 
Oroville, California to claim her 
brother’s remains. “He loved 
everybody, and looked out for his 
friends on the streets. He would 
do anything for anybody; it didn’t 
matter what anyone did to him, he 
never saw bad in people.” 

Walters grew up in Oroville, 
said Evans, where he was subject¬ 
ed to taunts for most of his life. 

“He always wanted to be a 
hairdresser, and from the time he 
was very young he would play 
with wigs and dolls,” recalled 
Evans. “He started crossdressing, 
which was not acceptable in our 
community. He was put down, 
but he was always proud of who 


he was. But his hometown just 
wasn’t a comfortable place for him 
to be.” 

So Walters fled to San Francis¬ 
co at the age of 16, never really 
finding a job or a home, and get¬ 
ting hooked on heroin during his 
struggle to stay alive.

ering taking legal action against 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

Silard said his partner had an 
ongoing struggle with his speed 
use, had participated in several 
treatment programs, and at the 
time of the incident, was on a 
waiting list for the Acceptance 
Place treatment facility. 

“The compulsion to use is just 
so overwhelmingly strong for 
some people,” he noted. 

Silard speculated that his part¬ 
ner may have instinctively reacted 
by raising up his arms with the 
knives after he was confronted by 
a police officer pointing a gun at 
him. Silard said that police proto¬ 
col should be implemented to deal 
with future incidents that would 
protect the lives of everyone in¬ 
volved. 

“It’s hard to believe that noth¬ 
ing else could have been done,” he 
said. 

The entire incident has left 
Silard and others close to Akbar in 
a deep state of sadness and shock. 

“He was just such an incredi¬ 
bly kind, loving person,” he said. 

Andrea Shorter, an out lesbian 
who previously served on the 
Community College Board and 
now works at the Center on Juve¬ 
nile and Criminal Justice, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that she, too, 
knew Akbar and that the police 
should look into other methods of 
dealing with disturbances of the 
sort that occurred outside the 
Bagdad Cafe. 

“He was a really good friend of 
mine,” Shorter said, adding that 
she had known Akbar for several 
years. “He was a very bright young 
man full of life, joy, and love.”

Shorter said that Akbar was 
dealing with depression and had 
turned to recreational drugs, par¬ 
ticularly methamphetamine. 

“He was really wanting to get 
in a recovery program,” Shorter 
said. 

The B.A.R. spoke with two wit¬ 
nesses just after the shooting. Each 
had very different accounts of 
what happened. One said that po¬ 
lice had no choice but to shoot 
Akbar after he lunged at them. 
The other said that Akbar had the 
knives tucked in his arms just be¬ 
fore the shooting and wasn’t 
threatening anyone. 

San Francisco Police Homicide 
Inspector Tom Walsh told the 
B.A.R. that the consensus among 
witnesses is that Akbar lunged at 
police. Witnesses also said that be¬ 
fore Akbar left the Bagdad, he sim¬ 
ulated stabbing one of the waiters 
with the knives while the waiter 
was pouring coffee for a customer. 

Shorter said that the police 
should look at alternate methods 


other than deadly force. 

“I hate to think that the 
tragedy of Jihad - I hate to think 
that a young, gay, black man on 
the streets of San Francisco - that 
he was seen as being evermore 
threatening. This is the second in¬ 
cident of this sort where the SFPD 
has gunned down a person of 
color,” Shorter said, referring to an 
earlier unrelated altercation at the 
Sony Metreon where a young man 
allegedly suffering from mental 
illness was shot and killed by po¬ 
lice. “This calls into question all 
sorts of things.” 

As a member of the Commis¬ 
sion on the Status of Women, 
Shorter said that she is familiar 
with protocols for dealing with 
battered women and that perhaps 
police should look into other pro¬ 
tocols when confronted by a sim¬ 
ilar situation. 

“Are there other methods?” 
Shorter asked. “We need to make 
sure police are equipped to use 
other measures.” 

Strong said that because media 
reports said that Akbar was mak¬ 
ing statements against gays and 
minorities, and because he had a 
Muslim name, many people were 
mistakenly led to believe that 
Akbar was a Muslim extremist. 
Strong reiterated that he believes 
what led to the incident was a 
downward spiral stemming from 
Akbar’s drug use. 

Strong called Akbar a “beauti¬ 
ful, brilliant, and a very promising 
young man.” He said his friend 
was a University of California, 
Berkeley graduate, was “extreme¬ 
ly masculine,” and played football. 

“He was unlike any other gay 
man I’ve ever known. He gen¬ 
uinely loved sports,” said Strong. 

Strong, along with other 
friends and family, attended 
Akbar’s funeral service last week 


at Mt. Eden Cemetery in Hay¬ 
ward. Akbar was from Oakland. 
He grew up in the Oakland and 
Berkeley areas, according to 
Strong. 

“He was loved by many peo¬ 
ple,” the friend said. 

Akbar’s mother, who lives in 
Oakland, did not return a call 
from the B.A.R. seeking comment. 

Toxicology tests were done on 
Akbar’s body to look for the pres¬ 
ence of drugs. The San Francisco 
Medical Examiner’s office told the 
B.A.R. that those test results 
would be back in several weeks. 

Strong said that about a year 
and a half ago, he opted for a 
“tough love” approach with 
Akbar. Strong said he was con¬ 
cerned that he was helping to en¬ 
able Akbar’s habit by letting Akbar 
stay in his apartment in San Fran¬ 
cisco when he needed a place to 
crash while coming down from 
the drugs he was taking. Although

Strong said that he hopes his 
friend’s death will be a wake-up 
call for those in the gay commu¬ 
nity who don’t think drug use is a 
serious problem. 

“It’s an evil problem in our 
community,” he said. “It’s still 
around.” 

Akbar is the third son his fam¬ 
ily has lost. Akbar’s older brother 
was shot to death in Oakland 10 
years ago and another brother 
died from a heart problem, ac¬ 
cording to Silard. 

Akbar’s extensive resume in¬ 
cludes a large amount of work for 
social service and civil rights or¬ 
ganizations. Silard said that at the 
time of his death, Akbar had start¬ 
ed to work as a volunteer Pop 
Warner football coach and was 
about to begin working with a 
program to helped troubled at- 
risk kids. ▼

Sex toy ban overturned

A federal judge last week 
struck down an Alabama 
law banning the sale of sex 
toys, ruling that the ban was an 
unconstitutional violation of the 
right to privacy. 

The sex toy ban, which was 
originally passed in 1998 as part of 
a broader anti-obscenity package 
aimed primarily at nude dancing, 
prohibited the sale or distribution 
of “any device designed or mar¬ 
keted as useful primarily for the 
stimulation of human genital or¬ 


gans.” Violators would have been 
subject to up to a year in jail and a 
$10,000 fine. The law had not 
been enforced while it was under 
judicial review. 

The law was challenged by the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
representing six women who ei¬ 
ther sell sex toys or claim that they 
require such aids to achieve sexu¬ 
al satisfaction. 

The ruling was issued October 

10 . 

In March 1999, U.S. District 
Judge Lynwood Smith Jr. ruled 
that the law was overly broad and 
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Prop K was put on the ballot at the 
last minute, without any public hearing.

the condo-conversion initiative, it 
could be a setback for Ammiano’s 
hopes to maintain the board pres¬ 
idency next year. If along with 
Dufty, the more moderate Propo¬ 
sitions N and R win, it could push 
Newsom into officially declaring 
his bid for mayor. 

City Treasurer Susan Leal 
could also benefit from a Dufty 
win. Leal, who has endorsed her 
former aide, has also declared her 
intention to run for mayor. 

“My sense is that the city is 
moving back to a more moderate 
perspective and is concentrating a 
lot on quality of life issues. People 
are wondering, okay we have ad¬ 
vocates for low-cost housing and 
for the homeless but who are the 
advocates for the rest of us,” said 
Theresa Sparks, co-chair of the 
Alice B. Toklas LGBT Democratic 
Club, which is supporting Dufty 
and Newsom (he’s running for re- 
election to the board in District 
2), along with Proposition N. 
“That will carry forward and set 
up the attitudes for next year’s 
mayor and district attorney’s race. 
I am sure Supervisors Newsom 
and Ammiano and Treasurer Leal 
are watching these results very 
carefully.” 

Change in the Castro 

Shaping the debate and the 
outcome of the District 8 election 
is how the Castro, and the district 
itself, has changed during the last 
few years. Due to redrawing of the 
district’s boundaries, more home- 
owners in Glen Park have been 
added, and the dot-com boom 
and bust has altered the make-up 
of residents. Many straight cou¬ 
ples have moved into the predom-

inantly gay Castro, while queer 
residents have found themselves 
either priced out or evicted from 
their homes in the neighborhood. 

“There is a trend toward what I 
would call centrist positions in the 
city. There is a trend in moderate 
politics in District 8 as well,” said 
Mike Sullivan, who helped form 
Plan C to give a more centrist 
voice to the city’s political debates. 
“I am not going to predict any 
particular candidate’s victory 
right now. But I think there is a 
trend toward that particular kind 
of politics and we will have to see 
what happens in November.” 

Plan C is itself a reflection of a 
more traditional middle class 
mentality that has emerged since 


to vote for it because they want to 
see something done,” she said.

the political heyday of Harvey 
Milk. The group has endorsed 
both Dufty and Newsom, along 
with Propositions N and R. 

“I think Bevan really cares 
about people and he cares about 
the neighborhood. We think he’s 
taken some sensible positions on 
the issues; Care Not Cash is a good 
example of that,” said Sullivan. 
“We think that is part of a smart 
and compassionate solution to the 
homeless problem. Proposition R, 
the HOPE initiative, is another ex¬ 
ample. Those are a couple of is¬ 
sues where you can really distin¬ 
guish Bevan from other leading 
candidates.” 

Along with Plan C members, 
many Castro residents are voicing 
more moderate positions. Many 
credit this change in tolerance 
over the last several years to the 
worsening conditions of the city’s 
streets. 

“What has changed is people 
feel the policies of the last two 
years have not been successful,” 
said Gustavo Serina, president of 
the Eureka Valley Promotion As¬ 
sociation, whose members voted 
to endorse both Propositions N 
and R. “The expression ‘curb-side 
issues’ really makes a difference to 
people. If you step out of your 
house and have to step over some¬ 
body or step over garbage, that 
gets to people on a day to day 
basis. And it should - that’s unac¬ 
ceptable.” 

View from the left 

No matter where one stands on 
how to approach the city’s home¬ 
less problem, some political insid¬ 
ers do not agree it will automati¬ 
cally decide how voters choose 
candidates. 

“People may vote for issues 
and a particular candidate in a 
way we would never have thought. 
A lot of people are passionate on 
R and N and a lot of people are in 
the middle on it,” said Debra 
Walker, president of the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club, 
which has endorsed Hansen and is 
opposed to both Propositions N 
and R. 

The more progressive of the 
two gay political groups, the Milk 
Club has also come out in favor of 
Newsom’s District 2 opponent 
Lynne Newhouse Segal. Walker 
said she expects that voters will 
vote for both Newsom’s and Am¬ 
miano’s homelessness measures. 

“People are frustrated enough 
in this city that they are just going 


Yet Dufty has zeroed in on 
voter’s frustrations and through¬ 
out his campaign has stressed in 
his speeches and literature that he 
will focus on problems, big and 
small, that affect neighborhood 
quality of life. While he has been 
attacked by his opponents for 
being a former aide to Mayor 
Brown, Dufty maintains during 
his five and a half years in City 
Hall he answered to residents of 
the city. 

“I automatically think I was 
working for the people of San 
Francisco because anyone could 
bring me their problem. My work 
wasn’t given to me by the mayor, it 
was brought to me by the people 
and whatever problem they were 
experiencing in their neighbor¬ 
hood,” said Dufty. “I think I have 
described myself as a neighbor¬ 
hood services guy who under¬ 
stands how to deliver city services 
and respond to problems big and 
small.” 

Critics of Dufty like to point to 
his working for The Robert Group 
and his lobbying on behalf of Wal¬ 
greens to take over a former sin¬ 
gle-screen theatre in the Marina to 
attack his record of supporting 
neighborhood issues. But Dufty 
counters that the experience of 
working with merchants and 
neighbors to discuss their con¬ 
cerns about the store helped him 
decide to run for elective office. 

“I woke up one morning and 
thought about the fact I was 
working on the opening of sever¬ 
al more Walgreens. Great stores 
though they may be, it was not my 
mission in life and that is when I 
decided to leave my position and 
become a candidate for the 
board,” said Dufty. “For me, work¬ 
ing for [the theatre owner’s] isn’t 
anything I am ashamed of. It 
helped guide me to what I wanted 
to do with my life.” 

Ever since he entered the race, 
Dufty has not just campaigned for 
office. He has turned his cam¬ 
paign headquarters into a place 
for residents to turn to for help 
with neighborhood issues. 

He has used his connections in 
city government to address Castro 
merchants’ complaints about 
garbage and trash issues, and has 
organized street sweeps in various 
neighborhoods. 

“My experience with him is he 
is very focused on the neighbor¬ 
hoods. He was always extremely 
responsive when working in the

MHi he Bay Area Reporter asked 
all six candidates in the Dis- 
I trict 8 race to respond to a 
number of questions, ranging 
from how they would deal with 
the city’s homeless and housing is¬ 
sues to what their stands are on a 
number of issues relevant to the 
GLBT community. 

All of the candidates, except for 
Starchild, answered our questions, 
and all agreed homelessness is the 
most pressing issue facing the dis¬ 
trict. The following is how each of 
the candidates responded to our 
questions. 

Bevan Dufty 

Bevan 

Dufty, an 
openly gay 
former aide to 
Mayor 

Brown, said 
he supports 
Proposition 
N, Care Not 
Cash, calling 
it an “essential first step to reduce 
street-based homelessness.” He 
has not taken a position on 
Proposition O, Exits from Home¬ 
lessness. 

If elected, and if Proposition N 
passes, Dufty said he will fight to 
see that the money is used to pro¬ 
vide people with a city master- 
leased hotel room and services or 
treatment. He also would like to 
see the city adopt a model of New 
York City’s Midtown Community 
Court, which blends services with 
personal accountability, for the 
mid-Market area. 

“One of the reasons I want to 
be District 8 supervisor is that I 
want to change our city’s ap¬ 
proach to homelessness,” said 
Dufty. “Care Not Cash is simply 
the first step in reforming our 
homeless services and restoring 
public confidence that our city has 
the ability to address homeless¬ 
ness humanely and effectively 
without hundreds of individuals 
living on our streets.” 

A supporter of Proposition B, 
the affordable housing bond, 
Dufty also supports Proposition 
R, the HOPE initiative, which he 
said will increase opportunities 
for homeownership in the city. 

“I believe the HOPE initiative 
is a reasonable solution to the lack 
of opportunities for many San 
Francisco residents who wish to 
secure their futures by owning 
their home,” he said. 

In regard to addressing the 
needs of queer youth, Dufty said 
he wants to find a permanent 
home for Ark House, the transi¬ 
tional queer youth shelter, open 
dialogue between youth and 
adults in the district, and provide 
more positive programming and 
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safe spaces for queer youth. 

“The Castro does not have 
enough positive outlets that are 
appropriate for LGBT youth and 
we need to work cooperatively 
with youth agencies, neighbors, 
and merchants so that these ef¬ 
forts are neighborhood-friendly,” 
he said. 

To help combat the rising rates 
of HIV infection rates, Dufty pro¬ 
posed convening ah AIDS preven¬ 
tion summit to reinvent preven¬ 
tion for gay men, and he would 
advocate for a holistic approach to 
HIV prevention. 

If he is elected, Dufty said vot¬ 
ers should “never hesitate to stop 
me on the street, at the gym, at a 
club, or in a restaurant to talk with 
me. I am interested in your 
thoughts and concerns for our 
community. And your experiences 
and insight will help me to be a 
better representative.” 

James Green 

James 

Green, a city 
firefighter and 
paramedic, is 
the only 
straight candi¬ 
date .on the 
ballot. He is 
also a sup¬ 
porter of Care 
Not Cash, but does not support 
the competing Proposition O. 

If elected, Green said he would 
advocate for the city to preserve 
existing rentals in SRO hotels and 
use fees from developers and new 
businesses to create affordable 
housing through partnerships 
with nonprofits that renovate 
older buildings or construct new 
high-density housing. 

Green also would like for the 
city to establish both a short-term 
detox facility for those people on 
the streets with alcohol or drug ad¬ 
dictions, and he proposes creating 
a citywide 24-hour mental health 
drop-in center for those people af¬ 
flicted with psychiatric problems. 

He stated that “if Supervisor 
Ammiano were sincere he would 
have addressed the homeless issue 
long ago and not waited till a po¬ 
tential mayoral rival introduced 
his legislation.” 

In order to improve the city’s 
housing supply, Green proposed 
building taller, higher density 
housing along transit corridors 
and to build more family-friendly 
apartments instead of live-work 
lofts. He also supports the HOPE 
initiative and supports Proposi¬ 
tion B. 

In regard to the future home of 
the queer youth shelter, Green 
suggested finding a facility along 
Market Street closer to the new 
LGBT Community Center and 
said he would prefer seeing a 
“long-term residential facility be¬ 
cause it will be easier to get neigh¬ 
borhood support.” 

Eileen Hansen 

Out les¬ 
bian Eileen 
Hansen, a 
nonprofit 
consultant 
and AIDS pol¬ 
icy expert, is 
the only can¬ 
didate in the 
race in sup¬ 
port of Board of Supervisors Pres¬ 
ident Tom Ammiano’s Proposi¬ 
tion O, Exits from Homelessness, 
which she said will require the city 
to provide actual housing and ser¬ 
vices necessary to move individu¬ 
als out of homelessness. She op¬ 
poses Proposition N, which she 
believes will potentially create 



more homelessness. 

“It is a politically motivated, 
quick-fix plan that will fail,” said 
Hansen. “I will not be content to 
adopt Band-Aid or topical solu¬ 
tions that only give the illusion of 
effective action.” 

Instead, she proposes to pro¬ 
vide mental health, substance 
abuse, and job training programs, 
improving emergency shelters and 
developing supportive and transi¬ 
tional housing. 

“My alternative is to expand, 
fund, and finally implement the 
Continuum of Care Plan, a plan 
never instituted that was devel¬ 
oped by over 200 community ex¬ 
perts, and that addresses the root 
causes of homelessness,” said 
Hansen. “It is clear that San Fran¬ 
cisco wants elected officials to 
soundly address this issue and for 
far too long, the current adminis¬ 
tration has abdicated this respon¬ 
sibility.” 

A strong advocate for long- 
range budgeting and planning is¬ 
sues, Hansen said the city must 
develop a set of priorities and then 
develop plans for funding those 
priorities instead of “lurching 
from year-to-year and budget cri¬ 
sis to budget crisis.” 

She opposes the HOPE mea¬ 
sure, and said it has the potential 
to remove affordable housing 
from the city’s rental stock. 

“As with Care Not Cash, it is a 
flawed initiative that holds out 
more promise than it can deliver,” 
she said. “I support increased 
home ownership opportunity, but 
not when it is accomplished for a 
very few and on the backs of ten¬ 
ants, rent control and existing 
rental stock.” 

She stated she supports the 
queer youth shelter and believes 
such programs need to be ex¬ 
panded. And as for the city’s HIV 
prevention programs, she said 
more messages are needed that are 
community-based, targeted, and 
hard-hitting. 

“Attention to those who are 
homeless, needle-using, immi¬ 
grant, young, women, and people 
of color is critical,” stated Hansen. 
“The city must take a strong posi¬ 
tion in support of the work of 
HIV/AIDS nonprofits, fully fund 
appropriate prevention messages 
and aggressively respond to inap¬ 
propriate criticism by those at the 
local and federal levels who would 
keep us from providing the direct 
prevention education necessary to 
fight this disease.” 

In her eyes, what is lacking on 
the board is someone who can be 
a coalition builder. Hansen said if 
elected she could provide such 
leadership to the board. 

“I have been effective at build¬ 
ing consensus and creating nu¬ 
merous coalitions in a wide vari¬ 
ety of community settings,” said 
Hansen. “I believe these qualities 
are needed on the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors and I will work to bring 
the board together toward creative 
solutions across districts and po¬ 
litical positions.”

quality of life in the district. He 
said Proposition O, Exits from 
Homelessness, is a “bullshit pro¬ 
posal” and said he also supports 
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therefore an understanding of 
economic development. I have 17 
years of small business and social 
services experience, the last two of 
which have been spent on Sixth 
Street. I also understand the urban 
planning issues that must be ad¬ 
dressed in the context of housing, 
social services, and economic de¬ 
velopment.” 

Because homelessness is a city¬ 
wide problem, and affects many 
different populations, Gordon said 
he would also support and “active¬ 
ly promote efforts to provide ser¬ 
vices such as education, counsel¬ 
ing, shelter, and healthcare to queer 
youth, because it’s better for all 
those concerned to provide proac¬ 
tive services rather than those 
based on acute care, criminal jus¬ 
tice, and temporary assistance 
models.” Gordon also supports the 
transitional shelter program and 
believes it should be expanded. 

Keeping a citywide focus while 
representing his district should 
come naturally he said, particular¬ 
ly since the issues of District 6 are 
of concern to all the districts. 

“Every major issue facing the 
city will come through the heart 
of District 6 in the next five years: 
homelessness, housing, economic 
development, social services, 
transportation, etc.,” said Gordon. 
“District 6 also traverses the full 
social and economic breadth of 
the city. The challenge for the next 
supervisor is to win for District 6 
a greater share of the city’s re¬ 
sources to allow it to cope with a 
greater share of its problems.” 

One such issue of concern is 
the city’s tourism industry, and 
with District 6’s reach down Mar¬ 
ket Street, Gordon believes allevi¬ 
ating the conditions that suppress 
tourism should help to encourage 
more travel to the area. Attracting 
quality businesses, and supporting 
affordable housing that allows the 
employees of these businesses to 
remain in the city, is one angle he 
will try. 

Affordable housing, he said, 
can come in many forms, but that 
does not include Supervisor Tony 
Hall’s Proposition R. 

“I believe it to be poorly 
thought out and reckless in its dis¬ 
regard for the likely effects on low 
income individuals,” said Gordon, 
who is not necessarily opposed to 
the idea of joint building owner¬ 
ship. 

As for his additional LGBT and 
HIV related work, he points to his 
production of a concert last year 
to publicize Hatred in the Hall¬ 
ways, a report that documented 
LGBTQ abuse against high school 
students. And he promises to 
“work more closely with schools, 
with youth, and with ethnic and 
language minorities” to address 
HIV prevention gaps. Along the 
same lines, he supports Proposi¬ 
tion Q to hold nonprofits ac¬ 
countable for their funding but 
also because it “reiterates existing 
law and takes pressure off non¬ 
profits to be political or support 
politicians.” 

If elected, Gordon said, he 
plans to practice by his own phi¬ 
losophy: that the role of govern¬ 
ment is “to ensure that all have 
equal access to opportunities to 
improve their lives and live them 
productively.” 

“I do not have much patience,” 
he said, “with those who put more 
emphasis on rhetoric than results 
and who place their own ideolo¬ 
gies over the good of the people.” 


S an Francisco’s District 6 in¬ 
cludes South of Market, the 
Tenderloin, South Beach, 
and Treasure Island. Eight candi¬ 
dates are challenging incumbent 
Supervisor Chris Daly. Six of 
those returned questionnaires 
from the Bay Area Reporter. 


Roger Gordon 

Roger 

Gordon may 
be openly het¬ 
erosexual, but 
he wants the 
LGBT com¬ 
munity to 
know that his 
platform as 
supervisor for 
District 6 includes many gay and 
HIV issues, and is built on his be¬ 
lief of equality for everybody. 

“I enjoy the protective envelope 
of freedom we enjoy in San Fran¬ 
cisco and will do anything to pre¬ 
vent its collapse,” Gordon stated in 
his answers to the B.A.R. candidate 
survey. “I would see that envelope 
pushed constantly outward. I see 
beauty in our differences and re¬ 
sent those who seek to turn us 
against each other or to lead by 
fear. My professional career and 
history of community activism 
speak to my commitment to 
equality and to protecting others.” 

Gordon, 35, is a six-month res¬ 
ident of the Tenderloin, where he 
worked for more than two years as 
executive director of Urban Solu¬ 
tions, a neighborhood economic 
development organization. De¬ 
scribing himself as “a true pro¬ 
gressive” Democrat, he actually 
finds himself at odds with other 
similarly-defined politicians, on 
issues such as Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom’s Proposition N, or Care 
Not Cash, for instance. 

“I support Proposition N be¬ 
cause it paves the way for neces¬ 
sary innovations such as coordi¬ 
nated service delivery, money 
management, and accountability 
that so-called progressives have 
thus far resisted,” Gordon stated. 

Like many Proposition N sup¬ 
porters, he opposes Proposition 
O, Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano’s legislation tout¬ 
ed as both separate from and 
complimentary to Newsom’s 
Proposition N. 

“Proposition O appears to be a 
last-minute political reaction to 
Care Not Cash that legislates com¬ 
plicated programs into existence 
without sufficient development or 
funding. It is an attempt by those 
currently in charge of the home¬ 
less policy to retain control and 
thus undermines the likelihood 
for real long-term reform,” said 
Gordon. 

Coming from District 6, he 
sees the two most pressing issues 
as affordable housing and home¬ 
lessness, and believes one cannot 
be addressed without the other. 

“Homelessness must be ad¬ 
dressed by providing affordable 
housing tied to services,” said Gor¬ 
don. “I support the affordable 
housing bond and also have 
worked to promote new support¬ 
ive housing models such as mas¬ 
ter leasing.” 

His own background, he said, 
will be an asset to implementing 
creative solutions to these crises. 

“Funding these solutions will 
require a significant tax base and

ing to Rob 
Power, are the 
two most 
pressing issues 
in District 6. 
And as the 
district’s only Libertarian candi¬ 
date, Power, 26, has some different 
ideas than most of his opponents 
when it comes to tackling prob¬ 
lems. 

“Housing and the depressed 
economy are both big problems, 
and they both have the same root 
cause - a city bureaucracy that has 
literally doubled in size, expense, 
complexity, and intrusiveness in 
less than a decade,” Power stated 
in response to the B.A.R. candi¬ 
date survey. “As a Libertarian, I am 
the only candidate in my district 
who promises to reduce the scope 
of city government, thereby open¬ 
ing up the housing market and re¬ 
moving the existing barriers to 
new economic investment.” 

As an advocate of less govern¬ 
ment, one might expect Power to 
support Supervisor Gavin New¬ 
som’s Proposition N, or Care Not 
Cash, which would reduce gov¬ 
ernment payments to the home¬ 
less. But Power is opposed to the 
measure, stating, “Though I firm¬ 
ly believe that the current system

must be removed, Proposition N, 
as written, will be open to all the 
same corruption and fraud as the 
general assistance cash payments. 
A much better solution would be 
to simply reduce the cash pay¬ 
ments at a rate of 20 percent per 
year, over the next five years, giv¬ 
ing private charities time to ramp 
up services to those who were 
using the money responsibly, 
while at the same time serving no¬ 
tice to those abusing the system 
that it’s time to the city.” 

Power also opposes Board of 
Supervisors President Tom Am- 
miano’s Proposition O, because 
“This thing looks like something 
Ammiano wrote on the back of a 
cocktail napkin the night before 
the ballot measures were due.” 

And while Power is openly gay, 
his Libertarian approach to social 
services follows the same small- 
government platform: he prefers 
that private charities foot the bill 
and responsibility for them, al¬ 
though he believes that if anyone 
should get city funding, queer 
youth, the elderly, and the dis¬ 
abled, should be among those as¬ 
sisted. 

“The best thing that the Health 
Department could do for persons 
with HIV and AIDS is get out of 
the way and let those of us in the 
community help our neighbors,” 
said Power. “More often than not, 
the bureaucracy just eats up valu¬ 
able resources, keeping those 
community contributions out of 
the hands of those who need it 
most.” 

And as for the queer youth 
transitional housing shelter, he 
worries about neighbors’ con-

cerns, and believes “these kids 
need more structure than the cur¬ 
rent facility affords.” 

“I personally would not hesi¬ 
tate,” he continued, “to contribute 
financially to a more permanent 
facility located in a neighborhood 
with fewer objections from neigh¬ 
bors, perhaps close to the LGBT 
Community Center.” 

Power does support both 
Proposition R - the Home Own¬ 
ership Program for Everyone - 
and Proposition Q - the nonprof¬ 
it accountability measure - again, 
because of their efforts to remove 
politics from what he believes 
should be a free market. 

And as for his own efforts to 
combat homophobia, he points to 
an extensive history in his home 
state of Tennessee: he served as 
president of his college’s LGBT or¬ 
ganization, organized protests 
against the Boy Scouts, and pub¬ 
licly debated religious fundamen¬ 
talists. In San Francisco, he is the 
chair of Outright Libertarians, or¬ 
ganized the Libertarian Party’s 
participation in the Pride Parade, 
and is a member of Out & Equal 
Workplace Advocates. 

If there is one message he 
wants to deliver to the LGBT 
community, it is this: “Don’t be¬ 
lieve the big lie, folks. Expanding 
the government at the expense of 
individual liberty is not the path 
to LGBT equality. Not so long ago, 
the force of government was used 
to oppress us. Then, the pendu¬ 
lum swung in our favor, resulting 
in great gains in politics, business, 
and the media. So right now a big 
powerful government that likes us 
may seem like a good idea. But 
consider what will happen if the 
government stops liking us and 
we’ve made it too big and power¬ 
ful for us to defend ourselves. 

“Consider the Libertarian so¬ 
lution,” summarized Power, 
“LGBT equality while keeping our 
individual liberties intact.” 

Garrett Jenkins 

Don’t try 
to put Garrett 
Jenkins into a 
box. The 39- 
year-old can¬ 
didate for Dis¬ 
trict 6 supervi¬ 
sor spent 14 
years as a Re¬ 
publican, has 
been a Democrat Since 1996, and 
these days finds himself moving 
more toward the center. But he is 
“prepared to abandon all political 
parties to do what is right by the 
people,” he said. 

The openly bisexual Jenkins 
likes to paint himself as a mixture 
of activist/businessman, but on 
many issues, according to his re¬ 
sponses to the B.A.R. candidate 
survey, his positions are firm. 

Jenkins, a seven-year resident 
of the Tenderloin and disabled 
Navy veteran, supports two of the 
most controversial ballot mea¬ 
sures. 

He supports Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom’s Proposition N, he said, 
because, “The current way San 
Francisco supports the homeless 
population is not compassionate, 
does not provide them with the 
means to survive an entire month, 
and our elected leadership has 
been ineffective in reducing the 
number of homeless people living 
in our streets.” 

And Supervisor Tony Halls’ 
Proposition R, said Jenkins, will 
create more homeowners which 
will improve neighborhoods. 

One thing neither measure 
does, however, is address what 
Jenkins considers crucial, particu¬ 
larly for District 6, which struggles 
with homelessness and housing as 
its most pressing issues, according 
to Jenkins. 

“We need to build housing for 



low to moderate income people 
wherever we can. I believe that 
newer developing neighborhoods 
and communities such as Mission 
Bay, South Beach, and Treasure Is¬ 
land should expect to take the 
bulk of new dense housing. Estab¬ 
lished neighborhoods, most espe¬ 
cially those around transit corri¬ 
dors, need to accept more infill 
and increased height and bulk 
limits for housing.” 

Jenkins also wants to “review 
and introduce rent control laws 
that will protect seniors, disabled 
persons, and people of low in¬ 
come, but which denies opportu¬ 
nities for affluent people to take 
advantage of rent control.” 

To boost tourism, Jenkins pro¬ 
poses spending dollars to adver¬ 
tise in traditional venues, and ad¬ 
dressing the public safety con¬ 
cerns that discourage visitors. 

Along those lines, Jenkins said, 
he sees the job as supervisor to not 
only look out for his district, but 
for the city as a whole. 

“If we don’t hang together, we 
shall all hang separately,” he said. 
“I intend to open my door at least 
once a month after working hours 
or on weekends to allow for the 
public to come and share their 
concerns with me and work to re¬ 
solve issues through networking 
and discussion.” 

And as for LGBT and HIV ser¬ 
vices, Jenkins supports more 
funding for queer youth programs 
- including the transitional hous¬ 
ing project - and more money to¬ 
ward prevention education, par¬ 
ticularly to African American 
communities. 

If there is one message Jenkins 
hopes the LGBT community 
knows about him, it’s that he is 
“committed to public service, and 
will honor their support by ensur¬ 
ing that members of the LGBT 
community continue to be repre¬ 
sented in San Francisco govern¬ 
ment and included in all political 
processes. I will work diligently to 
ensure that issues that threaten 
our community are dealt with 
promptly.” 

Arthur Jackson 

Building 
coalitions 
would proba¬ 
bly be the 
theme of 
Arthur Jack¬ 
son’s cam¬ 
paign for Dis¬ 
trict 6 super¬ 
visor. 

The founder of the 32-year-old 
Jackson Personnel, which has put 
thousands of people to work, 
Jackson is also a public health ad¬ 
vocate who believes in the part¬ 
nerships of different forces to 
unite behind common goals. The 
Board of Supervisors, for instance, 
should partner with the hospital¬ 
ity industry “to find new and ex¬ 
citing ideas to use in bringing in 
more tourists and new business¬ 
es,” Jackson stated in the recent 
B.A.R. candidate survey. As super¬ 
visor, Jackson would also “imme¬ 
diately establish a rapport and a 
consensus building effort with the 
other supervisors. Each district is 
part of a puzzle of the whole city 
and must work in cooperation 
with the whole city.” 

This view would serve him 
well, he believes, when addressing 
what he sees as the two most 
pressing issues facing his district: 
People living in the streets, and 
the need for clean streets and pub¬ 
lic safety. 

Jackson supports Proposition 
N because, “I have the health care 
background to implement the 
necessary care part of this propo¬ 
sition.” He also supports Proposi¬ 
tion R, although he worries about 
how its implementation will affect

Eight 
candidates are vying for the open 
seat; three of them returned the 
Bay Area Reporters questionnaire. 

Barry Hermanson 

Green 

Party member 
Barry Her¬ 
manson said 
he is running 
for the Dis¬ 
trict 4 seat 
and if elected, 
will advocate 
for services in 
the district that are equal to the 
best offered elsewhere in the city. 
He sees the most pressing issues 
facing the district as health care 
and transportation. 

Rearding transportation, Her¬ 
manson pointed out that 19th Av¬ 
enue - “one of the most heavily 
traveled roads in the city” - bor¬ 
ders the district. “Sunset Boule¬ 
vard is also a major north-south 
transportation corridor. Noise 
and pollution have a serious im¬ 
pact on the surrounding neigh¬ 
borhoods.” 

The candidate opposes Propo¬ 
sition N, Care Not Cash. “It is a 
misleading ‘simple’ solution to a 
complex problem,” he said. 

On the other hand, Herman¬ 
son supports Proposition O, Exits 
from Homelessness. 

Regarding the city providing 
services to queer youth, Herman¬ 
son, a longtime member of the 
Merchants of Upper Market and 
Castro, noted that he supported 
the creation of the LGBT youth 
shelter in the Castro and favors 
expansion of the program. 

In terms of affordable housing, 
Hermanson said he supports 



Proposition B, an affordable hous¬ 
ing bond on the November 5 bal¬ 
lot. He opposes Proposition R, the 
Home Ownership Program for 
Everyone. 

“HOPE does nothing to en¬ 
courage greater production of 
housing stock, it only ravages the 
existing rental stock. With a small¬ 
er number of available rental 
units, rents will rise,” he said. 

Asked what he has done to 
combat homophobia and trans¬ 
phobia in the city, Hermanson 
pointed to his work with MUMC. 
“I have worked to ensure that gay 
and straight merchants and cus¬ 
tomers are treated with absolute 
equality,” he said. 

Asked what one thing he 
would like the LGBT community 
to know about him, Hermanson 
said, “For the past 12 years I have 
been closely involved in the activ¬ 
ities of the Castro District, work¬ 
ing through my participation in 
MUMC with nonprofits in the 
Castro to reach out to the mer¬ 
chant community. I have partici¬ 
pated in meetings for the develop¬ 
ment of services specific to the 
LGBT community; for example, 
working with the Stop AIDS Pro¬ 
ject on a condom distribution 
program.”

rently give an inadequate amount 
of cash to live on and an inade¬ 
quate amount of services. We 
need to focus all our resources on 
real care and Proposition N is a 
step in that direction.” 

The candidate opposes Propo¬ 
sition O. “We already spend over 
$100 million on the homeless and 
Supervisor Ammiano would like 
to add $24 million more to a sys¬ 
tem that is not addressing the real 
problems - such as care - and giv¬ 
ing too much cash directly to the 
homeless.” 

Lee supports expanded ser¬ 
vices to the city’s queer youth. 

Regarding tourism, Lee said he 
would work to relieve the stigma 
associated around the homeless 
crisis that drives visitors from the 
city. 

In terms of housing issues, Lee 
supports Proposition R, the 
HOPE initiative. “San Francisco 
will only remain a truly diverse 
city if we have affordable housing 
options and high paying jobs. I 
will work to make sure that every 
community can afford to live in 
San Francisco and that our city 
continues to attract industries that 
pay decent wages,” he said.

Daly delivers 
for District 6

■ n the past two years, Supervisor 
jj Chris Daly has sponsored af- 
i fordable housing bonds and 
worked with other supervisors on 
implementing affordable housing 
policy; prepared supplemental ap¬ 
propriations to expand senior ser¬ 
vices by $3 million; pushed the en¬ 
velope on district issues like the 
rebuilding of Betsy Carmichael El¬ 
ementary School; closed some key 
loopholes in rental laws, including 
instituting a ban on eviction 
threats as way for landlords to by¬ 
pass the Ellis Act restrictions; 
helped AIDS service providers to 
buy some time after the Ryan 
White cuts came down; fought to 
save nursing and laundry worker 
positions at Laguna Honda Hos¬ 
pital; and allocated millions of 
dollars for District 6 residents in 
human services. 

“My office has been very busy,” 
Daly told the Bay Area Reporter, 
“much to my detractors’ chagrin.” 

Daly was referring to his sever¬ 
al opponents and their supporters 
in the upcoming District 6 super¬ 
visor race that have singled him 
out as ineffective based on a few 
well-known outbursts and his re¬ 
lentless defense of marginalized 
communities. 

To those who take issue with 
his unconventional style, Daly of¬ 
fers a quote from John F. Kennedy 
to summarize his anger: “The 
thing that surprised me the most 
was that things were as bad as peo¬ 
ple had been saying they were.” 

Politics is as bad and corrupt as 


Americans 
think it is, said 
Daly, and he is 
surprised 
“how infre¬ 
quently people 
get pissed off 
about the way 
things are, be¬ 
cause the way 
things are is unacceptable.” 

“I’ve expressed in a passionate 
way dissatisfaction maybe two or 
three time in the last two years, yet 
almost every day I see something 
that I think one can justifiably get 
angry at.” 

Daly, representing one of the 
poorest districts in San Francisco, 
also brings “a sense of urgency to 
the table that is the urgency of the 
district.” 

And while he believes home¬ 
lessness and housing, as well as the 
politics of poverty, are the most 
pressing issues facing District 6, he 
opposes both Proposition N and 
Proposition R as measures that 
will further harm the poorest city 
residents. 

“I have a slightly different take 
than some of the opponents to 
N,” said Daly, who detailed his 
work with Supervisor Gavin New¬ 
som on a homeless plan that was 
supposed to be based on sound 
policy recommendations from an 
audit Newsom himself requested. 
The audit, said Daly, found that 
the biggest obstacle to homeless 
service delivery was an inability to 
follow through with existing 
homeless plans. But by that point, 
Daly said, Newsom himself had

S upervisor Gavin Newsom is 
seeking re-election in District 
2, which includes the Marina 
and Pacific Heights. Three candi¬ 
dates are running against him; New¬ 
som was the only one to return the 
Bay Area Reporters questionnaire. 

Newsom is the architect of 
Proposition N, for which he spon¬ 
sored a successful petition drive to 
place it on the ballot. He said that 
Care Not Cash will reduce cash 
payments while guaranteeing basic 
necessities such as shelter, food, 



ports the transitional shelter pro¬ 
gram in the Castro and believes 
the program should be expanded. 

Asked what he has done to 
combat homophobia and trans¬ 
phobia, Newsom said that he has 
driven and supported laws and 


policies beneficial to the LGBT 
community. He regularly hires 
LGBT people both in his private 
businesses and at City Hall, and 
has long supported LGBT and 
AIDS charitable events. 

Newsom said that he is a De¬ 
mocrat and that if re-elected, he 
will try to do whafs best for San 
Francisco. “I insist on hearing all 
sides of a debate before making 
decisions.” 

What’s the one thing Newsom 
wants the LGBT community to 
know about him? “My door has 
been and will always remain open 
to this community.” ▼

seniors. He does not support 
Proposition O - Board of Super¬ 
visors President Tom Ammiano’s 
Exits from Homelessness, but 
does support Proposition Q to 
make nonprofits accountable. 

The self-described liberal De¬ 
mocrat, who declined to state his 
sexual orientation, has an impres¬ 
sive list of LGBT and HIV related 
accomplishments, including “ag¬ 
gressively pursuing funding for 
HIV prevention and education” as 
a health commissioner. Jackson 
also supports more funding for 
queer youth programs, and he 
touts his staffing firm as an exam¬ 
ple of how he has combated ho¬ 
mophobia - by opening his doors 
to everyone in need of employ¬ 
ment. 

If there is one thing Jackson 
wants the LGBT community to 
know about him, it is that he 
worked tirelessly as president of 
the San Francisco Health Com¬ 
mission during the AIDS crisis. 

His candidacy and work as su¬ 
pervisor will be based, he said, on 
his “politics of inclusion.” 

Michael Sweet

Michael Sweet in the recent B.A.R. 
candidate survey. 

Sweet, 33, is a heterosexual cor¬ 
porate lawyer running for super¬ 
visor in District 6. He is also a 
member of the Alice B. Toklas 
LGBT Democratic Club, a sup¬ 
porter of the gay organization at 
his synagogue, and a Project Open 
Hand volunteer. He said his goals 
as supervisor include increasing 
budget allocations for HIV pre¬ 
vention, and bringing in nonprof¬ 
it groups to work with the De¬ 
partment of Public Health on pre¬ 
vention efforts. He also supports 
queer youth programs, including 
a transitional housing shelter. 

But Sweet’s concerns aren’t 
limited to gay-specific causes by 
any means. Fie sees the district’s 
most pressing issues as neighbor¬ 
hood safety and homelessness, 
and to solve these problems, he 
wants more police patrols, limits 
on liquor licenses, and police sub¬ 
stations in the district. He also 
supports Supervisor Gavin New¬ 
som’s Proposition N and wants to 
expand affordable housing oppor¬ 
tunities throughout the city. 

“I believe Care Not Cash will 
direct more funds to critical ser¬ 
vices such as drug treatment, shel¬ 



ter, job training, and mental 
health services,” said Sweet, who is 
also supporting Supervisor Tony 
Hall’s Proposition R. 

“I do support the HOPE initia¬ 
tive. Not only will it increase op¬ 
portunities for home ownership, 
but the city analyst estimates that 
eventually the city will see over 
$14 million per year in added 
property tax revenue as a result.” 

He will also vote in favor of 
Proposition Q - nonprofit ac¬ 
countability - and against Propo¬ 
sition O - Exits from Homeless¬ 
ness - which he believes “ignores 
important aspects of moving peo¬ 
ple from homelessness.” 

Sweet is a self-described life¬ 
long liberal Democrat, and proud 
of it. 

“I believe that government has 
a significant role to play in quality 
of life issues, and that the role of 
government is to protect individ¬ 
ual choices and freedoms,” he 
summarized. 

The one thing he hopes the 
LGBT community knows about 
him is that “I’m running for su¬ 
pervisor because there are signifi¬ 
cant problems that can, in fact, be 
fixed in our district if we had a 
representative willing to work 
with other supervisors, and bring 
more voices to the table.”

up. That’s apparent, based on his 
responses to the B.A.R. candi¬ 
date survey, which emphasized a 
need to revamp city homeless 
services while preserving oppor¬ 
tunities for people with lower 
incomes. 

A supporter of Proposition N, 
Strunsky, 32, wants to institute a 
debit card system in conjunction 
with welfare payments so that 
money cannot be used for non-es¬ 
sential items. An assistant district 
attorney, he also wants to establish 
a separate “Quality of Life” court 
to deal with infractions in a way 
that avoids the “criminalization of 
the homeless.” 

“Proposition N is by no means 
an elixir for the city’s homeless 
crisis. It’s just a good first step,” 
said Strunsky. “More importantly, 
we need to reform the oversight of 
dollars designated for homeless¬ 
ness. The city estimates that San 
Francisco spends more than $200 
million on costs for homelessness, 
but it is unable to ascertain where 
and how the nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions are using these resources. We 
need more accountability, we have 
a right to expect results for our tax 
dollars.” 

Not surprisingly, Strunsky 
supports the nonprofit account¬ 
ability measure Proposition Q, 
and opposes Ammiano’s Proposi¬ 
tion O. But he also opposes 
Proposition R - or HOPE - be¬ 
cause of its effect on tenants and 
rent control. 

“Residents of District 6 have a 
median income of $21,000; not 
enough to purchase even the most 
inexpensive condo for sale in this 
overheated real estate market. Like 
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do you live in

pink,” Valenzuela said. 

Some of that pink hair was re¬ 
portedly found by police at the 
scene of the late night party - and 
Araujo’s murder - a house a few 
blocks from the Newark police 
station. Police said Araujo was 
beaten in the bathroom of the 
house, dragged to the garage, and 
then strangled to death. They said 
the killers then drove the body to 
a remote area in the Sierra, near 
Silver Lake Campground in El 
Dorado County, and buried it. 

Police have three suspects in 
custody, Michael Magidson, 22, of 
Fremont, and Jaron Chase Nabors, 
19, and Jose Merel, 24, of Newark. 
At press time police said they were 
looking for a fourth suspect, 
whom they know only as “Jason.” 

Police said that one or several 
of the defendants had sex with 
Araujo at or before the party and 
that they killed him when they 
discovered that he wasn’t a bio¬ 
logical girl. 

In a statement to police, Brian 
Seabrands, who knows some of 
the people who attended the 
party, said he had been told 
“about three or four guys who 
were with some chick, banging the 


chick, found out it wasn’t a chick, 
beat the hell out of it, killed it, and 
buried it in South Lake Tahoe.” 

According to police reports, 
Araujo’s mother, Sylvia Guerrero, 
said her son was going to attend 
the party, which was at Merel’s 
house, to “kick it and smoke some 
blunt.” She also told the police 
that Araujo and a friend, Daisy 
Bernal, had smoked crystal 
methamphetamine earlier in the 
afternoon, a fact that Valenzuela 
confirmed to police. 

According to media reports, 
Guerrero said that Araujo’s head¬ 
stone will say‘Gwen.’ 

“This kid was a great kid, and he 
suffered so much. He’s my Gwen, 
and he’s beautiful,” Guerrero told 
the San Francisco Chronicle. 

Valenzuela said anyone at the 
party could have stopped the killing. 
“They only have three in custody. 
People heard his screams for help, 
and no one did anything. There 
were a lot of people who could have 
helped him,” said Valenzuela. 

Police agree that there were 
others directly involved in the 
killing. “There were kids flowing 
in and flowing out” of the party 
according to Newark Police Lieu¬ 
tenant Tom Milner. 

But transgender rights advo¬ 
cates and friends say that the in¬ 
dictment should be of the whole

community for the intolerance in 
the small East Bay city where 
Araujo lived. 

“The problem was the com¬ 
munity,” said Vanessa Edwards 
Foster, chair of the National 
Transgender Advocacy Coalition. 

“The most critical issue for 
transgendered teens is that there is 
no real role model they can look 
to. They’re just discovering their 
bodies. All kids go through this 
peer phase where they are trying 
to express their individuality. For 
straight students there are a vari¬ 
ety of role models. For gay and 
lesbian students, it’s a much 
smaller group. For transgendered 


students, there’s virtually noth¬ 
ing,” she said. 

Valenzuela confirmed that 
there was no support for Araujo. 
“He was the only really out gay 
person I know,” said Valenzuela. 
“A lot of people here are very 
closed-minded. Lots of people 
here are Hispanic, ‘macho,’ you 
know. They’d never come out,” 
she said. 

Araujo’s teachers confirm that 
s/he struggled to find acceptance. 

“The boys in class left him 
alone. It was like he wasn’t there,” 
said Sheri Boots, who taught 
Araujo English at Bridgepoint 
High School in Newark. “Listen¬ 
ing to my boys, they’re very 
macho,” she said. “Anything dif¬ 
ferent from them, they’re very un¬ 
accepting. It’s ignorance. 

“We had a group of girls who 
were into drugs, and they accept¬ 
ed him,” Boots said. “Fle’d talk 
makeup and shampoos with 
them. He would always sit so he 
was surrounded by the girls. 

“Even when he was killed, the 
guys in the class would make ho¬ 
mophobic comments whenever a 
news reporter would show up,” 
Boots added. 

Araujo had transferred to 
Bridgepoint, a small continuation 
high school with about 100 stu¬ 
dents, from large American High

School in Fremont. 

“I can’t even imagine what 
cross dressing would be like in a 
large traditional high school,” said 
Ron Van Ryn, Araujo’s science 
teacher at Bridgepoint. “My guess 
is he was getting a lot of verbal 
abuse. I heard kids call him, ‘fag¬ 
got,’ ‘girl.’ He’d usually say some¬ 
thing back.” 

Araujo’s school career eventu¬ 
ally wound down as his atten¬ 
dance at Bridgepoint dropped. 
Sometimes, according to teachers, 
s/he wouldn’t show up for school 
for several weeks at a time. S/he 
started doing independent study 
at Crossroads High School, check¬ 
ing in once a week with assign¬ 
ments and getting new ones. 

“I last saw him in February of 
2001,” said Bridgepoint Principal 
Kurt Carter. 

After Araujo’s murder, Valen¬ 
zuela told police that she believed 
Araujo had provided “oral sex in 
exchange for marijuana and beer” 
and that s/he was an alcoholic and 
a drug user. 

Guerrero told police that her 
son associated with male gang 
members. She said that Araujo 
had been assaulted before when, 
in July, she picked Araujo up in an 
alley in Redwood City after s/he 
had been out all night. She said 
that Araujo’s abdomen had been 
cut with a knife. 

His mother also said that Ara- 
juo was not able to find work, “be¬ 
cause the name on the application 
and the person didn’t match.” 

She said that Araujo did not 
tell the men he associated with 
that s/he was a biological male. 

“His priority was not to be 
found out,” said Valenzuela. Police 
say that when s/he was ultimately 
found out, s/he was killed. 

Araujo’s decline, from what 
Valenzuela called the “beautiful 
happy-go-lucky person I knew” to 
the subject of what Cathleen Gal¬ 
ley, head of felony prosecutions 
for the Fremont-Newark District 
Attorney’s office called “some 
pretty gruesome pictures,” is, ac¬ 
cording to his peers and transgen¬ 
der advocates, because of rejection 
by her/his community and lack of 
education in the schools. 

Charlene Gellner, who is a cur¬ 
rent student at Bridgepoint, said, 
“In Newark there’s a large gang 
population. They don’t have any 
education about being gay. These 
kids have no education on it, and 
the school district isn’t doing any¬ 
thing about it.” 

“A lot of kids have these 
thoughts at the earliest age,” said 
Edwards Foster. “But there’s no role 
model. There’s no information. You 
can’t find this kind of information 
in the library. The counselors don’t 
know much, or won’t share. They 
fear being able to provide that in¬ 
formation because of the backlash 
they would get - religiously based - 
from parents and administrators 
for providing an alternative ‘un¬ 
healthy’ lifestyle choice. 

“This is a very critical age. They 
need something to validate them. 
To say, no you’re not crazy. No 
you’re not innately evil. To restrict 
this information is to leave them to 
find the information on their own. 
But these are 15- and 16-year-olds. 
Sometimes they make the wrong 
choices,” said Edwards Foster. 

“I go to Crossroads High too,” 
said Valenzuela. “They don’t have 
nothing there. Newark is such a 
small town. They all think being 
gay isn’t human. They all think you 
gotta be straight. You see a guy in a 
skirt on Jerry Springer - but you 
can’t believe it would happen here.” 

The San Francisco-based gay 
Latino group AGUILAS will be 
holding a news conference and 
vigil for Araujo on Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 25 at 6 p.m. in front of the 
LGBT Community Center, 1800 
Market Street. T

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youth, he proposed housing 30 
queer youth in the new LGBT 
Community Center. And as an ap¬ 
proach to helping curb the city’s 
rising HIV rate, O’Hearn pro¬ 
posed the city should reopen the 
gay bath houses.

Proposition N, Care Not Cash. 

“The current Board of Super¬ 
visors can’t (or won’t) exercise any 
leadership on this #1 citywide 
issue so it took 22,000+ voters to 
place it on the ballot and it’s going 
to pass in November and the su¬ 
pervisor representing District 8 
better listen to the will of the vot¬ 
ers and implement it,” he stated. 

O’Hearn supports the HOPE 
measure, which he said is “a step 
in the right direction in allowing 
small property owners some flex¬ 
ibility and aspiring homeowners 
the opportunity to own.” 

As for assisting homeless queer

To address the issues, 
Radulovich said the city should 
create more supportive housing 
and permanent housing with on¬ 
site social services. He also said if 
elected he would work to consoli¬ 
date city government programs 
for the homeless, hold' service 
providers accountable and elimi¬ 
nate waiting lists for drug and al¬ 
cohol treatment on demand. 

“City policies have focused on 
warehousing not housing,” said 


Radulovich. “We are currently 
spending millions of dollars each 
year, in essence, to keep people 
homeless.” 

As for creating more affordable 
housing, Radulovich said the city 
should create a new housing com¬ 
mission to plan and implement a 
housing strategy and should en¬ 
courage the conversion of unused 
dot-com office space into hous¬ 
ing. He also supports building 
high-rise housing in the down¬ 
town area. 

“A central component of this 
housing plan should include 
building more housing that is af¬ 
fordable, that fits with existing 
neighborhoods, and is located 
near public transit and shopping,” 
said Radulovich. 

In regard to services for queer 
youth, he proposed creating a 
master plan of all the services that 
are currently being offered by 
nonprofit and city agencies in 
order to better determine where 
resources are needed. And he said 
the city needs to develop multiple 
responses when it comes to HIV 
prevention. 

“There should be a dialogue 
among positive men about their 
role in prevention efforts, includ¬ 
ing the risk of reinfection with 
drug-resistant strains of HIV,” he

services,” said the EVPA’s Serina, 
who has personally endorsed 
Dufty’s campaign. “When we 
started work on Pink Triangle Park 
he helped us connect with the 
players of the city to make that 
happen.” 

Hansen has tried to paint Dufty 
as more in tune with special inter¬ 
ests than with neighborhood 
needs. She argues that Dufty’s ap¬ 
proach is more suitable for a com¬ 
munity activist than an elected 
politician. 

“Bevan is focused on individual 
services. His focus is one on one,” 
said Hansen. “The political down¬ 
side is people get too focused on 
particular problems of the district 
and do not see where the city is 
going. As supervisor, you have to 
be concerned about the entire 
city.” 

As for Radulovich, his cam¬ 
paign has struggled to use Leno’s 
endorsement and popularity to 
give it an edge over either 
Hansen or Dufty. Short on cash 
during the summer months, and 
unable to locate space for his 
headquarters in a central part of 
the district, Radulovich has been 
almost invisible compared to 
Hansen or Dufty, whose offices 
are located in the Castro and 
signs are easily spotted through¬ 
out the district. 

Radulovich has also had to 
fight a perception he is a policy 
wonk better suited to running a 
planning department than sitting 
on the board. While he touts his 
work on transportation and envi¬ 
ronmental issues, he has also pro¬ 
posed that the best solutions for 
the city’s homeless problems are to 
build more housing and provide 
drug treatment on demand. He 
has said both Care not Cash and 
Exits from Homelessness are 
flawed measures. 

“We need to stop treating this 
like it’s an emergency,” Radulovich 
said of the homelessness debate. 

So far, neither Dufty, Hansen 
nor Radulovich appear to have a 
strong lead. The other candidates 
in the race, James Green, a hetero¬ 
sexual city firefighter and para¬ 
medic, Shawn O’Hearn, an openly 
gay administrator at City College 
and Starchild, a gay escort and ex¬ 
otic dancer, could all pull votes 
from the top three front-runners. 
It is likely the winner will be de¬ 
cided in a December runoff elec¬ 
tion. 

No matter who the voters de¬ 
cide to elect, it is certain to come 
down to who they feel will address 
their concerns and be able to pro¬ 
vide results. Something many res¬ 
idents of District 8 say has been 
lacking from their leaders in City 
Hall. 

“Some candidates talk about 
large global issues and the direc¬ 
tion of the city. But the questions 
asked by citizens is ‘What are you 
going to do about the dogs in Do¬ 
lores Park?’ and ‘What about the 
guy who sleeps behind Bay View 
Bank?”’ said Sparks. “A lot of peo¬ 
ple are fed up with the homeless 
issue and want something done. I 
think that is going to be a signifi¬ 
cant shift of social policy for this 
city.” T

Couples interested in submitting domestic partner ceremony announcements 
should adhere to the following guidelines: 

• Couples need to reside in the nine-county Bay Area region (San Francisco, 
San Mateo, Santa Clara, Alameda, Contra Costa, Marin, Sonoma, Napa, and 
Solano counties), or in the Santa Cruz area. 

• Announcements must be submitted within one month of the public ceremo¬ 
ny in celebration of a domestic partnership or obtaining a Vermont civil 
union. 

• Submissions should be between 300-400 words and may be edited. 

• For public commitment ceremonies, holy unions, or a Vermont civil union, 
the couple must have entered into a registered domestic partnership or ob¬ 
tained a civil union. The couple must supply a copy of such registration (i.e., 
domestic partnership through the city of San Francisco or other Bay Area city 
or through the California domestic partner registry or a Vermont civil union). 

• The announcement must be typed and include: the full names of the part¬ 
ners; the date, time, and exact location of the service; the partners' occupa¬ 
tion, education, and other noteworthy accomplishments; family information if 
applicable; the name and title of the person officiating the ceremony; daytime 
and cell phone numbers. Other information, such as how the couple met, can 
also be included. 

• You may submit a photo. If you want it returned, provide a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope and put your name and address on the back of the picture. 
You must identify each person in the photo. You can submit photos via e- 
mail; the picture should be sent in a TIFF or JPG format and be of high res¬ 
olution. Include the photographer's name if credit is required. 

There will be no charge for the announcements, although we cannot guaran¬ 
tee publication. Announcements likely will be published once a month. De¬ 
pending on the reader response, these guidelines are subject to change.

Forty-five guests attended the 
couple’s ceremony, which was of¬ 
ficiated by Tom Ammiano, presi¬ 
dent of the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors. The service also in¬ 
cluded a short speech on the im¬ 
portance of queer relationships by 
former Supervisor Harry Britt. 
Jane Morrison, grande dame of 
the local Democratic Party, served 
as flower girl. 

Following the beautiful and 
sunny Sunday morning ceremony, 
guests enjoyed a reception over¬ 
looking the Marin Headlands. 

Mr. Ubogy’s family attended in 
force, including his parents, Jo and 
George Ubogy, his brother David, 
sister-in-law Beth, and their two 
children, and many cousins. Mr. 
Threet’s brother, Bobby, also at¬ 
tended. Several family members, 
including his sister Melinda and 
parents Bobby and Shirley Threet, 
did not attend because of reli¬ 
gious-based prejudice against 
LGBT relationships. 

A main theme of the ceremony 
was the necessity of support for an 
LGBT couple in a committed rela¬ 
tionship from their larger com¬ 
munity in the face of societal de¬ 
valuation of LGBT relationships. 

While the state of California

“It’s past time for our po¬ 
litical representatives to take the 
next step, and change the law to 
recognize the reality of LGBT 
lives. Politicians and others who 
truly support our community will 
enact legislation supporting civil 
unions and fully equal benefits for 
same-sex couples.” 

The men met in the fall of 1996 
at a Radical Faerie gathering in 
Short Mountain, Tennessee, and 
quickly fell in lust and later in love. 
Mr. Threet moved to San Francis¬ 
co from Provincetown, Massachu¬ 
setts in the winter of 1997. 


Mr. Threet currently serves as 
legislative aide to Supervisor Jake 
McGoldrick (District 1). A former 
Democratic Party reformer and 
past president of the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club, Mr. 
Threet currently is a Green Party 
activist. He previously worked as 
a landlord/tenant and employ¬ 
ment discrimination attorney in 
private practice; as a litigation at¬ 
torney in the Antitrust Division of 
the U.S. Department of Justice;

The money 
would be tightly audited to watch 
out for waste and misuse of funds. 
Many of our elementary and high 
schools are in rough straits with 
no money for repair or upgrades.

Proposition 48 Vote YES 
Court Consolidation. Leg¬ 
islative Constitutional 
Amendment 

Four years ago voters voted to 
do away with the municipal court, 
at an annual cost savings of $23 
million a year.

switched course. 

But besides believing that New¬ 
som’s “heart isn’t really in the 
proposition,” Daly also pointed to 
the ethical and practical problems 
of requiring people on workfare to 
work for less than minimum wage, 
and taking funds from people in 
shelters who are trying to save 
their general assistance money to 
get opt of the shelter system. Less 
cash could simply keep people de¬ 
pendent on the city. 

As for Proposition R, said Daly, 
“If we’re supposed to be the city 
that knows how, why can’t we pro¬ 
vide opportunities for folks of all 


income levels to own where they 
live without displacing and canni¬ 
balizing tenants? 

“Those of us who have been 
working on housing issues for a 
long time know who is going to be 
affected by this: seniors, the dis¬ 
abled, and lower income folks.” 

Describing himself as a pro¬ 
gressive, and even populist, De¬ 
mocrat, Daly does not need to list 
his LGBT accomplishments: he is 
regularly present at queer political 
events and has consistently sup¬ 
ported LGBT-related legislation. 
As for HIV prevention, Daly’s dis¬ 
trict is heavily affected by AIDS, 
and he wants to continue to at¬ 
tend CARE Council meetings and 
work with community groups on 
relevant strategies. He does not 


necessarily want to separate pre¬ 
vention and HIV care and treat¬ 
ment, or pit the two efforts against 
one another. 

If re-elected, Daly promises to 
continue to advocate for those 
without a voice, and hopefully fol¬ 
low in the footsteps of what he 
calls Supervisor Mark Leno’s “re¬ 
ally good policy work” on afford¬ 
able housing. 

“I will continue to consult with 
those people who are usually not 
consulted when important deci¬ 
sion are made about them,” said 
Daly. “Politics can often use peo¬ 
ple as pawns, and it’s where 
racism, sexism, homophobia, and 
classism all converge. 

“I do things differently,” he 
said. T

me, the vast majority of these peo¬ 
ple rent their homes. Proposition 
R will undermine rent control by 
removing affordable housing 
units through the condo conver¬ 
sion process. We need to address 
the issue of affordable housing 
through other means,” said Strun- 
sky, citing his support for Propo¬ 
sition B, the city’s affordable hous¬ 
ing bond measure. 

Tourism is another concern of 
Strunsky’s, who said that recently 
meeting tourists who have vowed 
never to return “breaks my heart.” 

He wants to target the interna¬ 
tional LGBT communities, sell 
San Francisco as a cultural mar¬ 
ket to all visitors, increase police 
presence in tourist areas, and 
most importantly, guarantee re¬ 
peat visits. 

A self described progressive 
Democrat, Strunsky also detailed 
his commitment to the LGBT 
community, which included advo¬ 
cating for hate crimes victims as a 
prosecutor, and also includes his 
support for the queer youth shel¬ 
ter and more funds for HIV pre¬ 
vention. 

“We are facing a crisis,” said 
Strunsky about rising HIV and 
STD rates among men who have 
sex with men. “The Department 
of Public Health needs to con¬ 
stantly change how it communi¬ 


cates the need for safer sex. Addi¬ 
tional funding should go toward 
deepening its partnership with 
community organizations that 
can help tailor its message to their 
constituents.”

bore “no rational relation to a le¬ 
gitimate state interest.” At that 
time, however, Smith did not sup¬ 
port the plaintiffs’ claims that the 
law interfered with privacy rights, 
stating that “this court refuses to 
extend the fundamental right of 
privacy to protect plaintiffs’ inter¬ 
est in using sex toys.” 

The state appealed, and in Oc¬ 
tober 2000, the 11th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals overturned the 
ruling, sending the case back to 
Judge Smith for reconsideration.

The appeals court said that the sex 
toy ban was “rationally related to 
the state’s legitimate government 
interest in public morality.” 

In his decision, Judge Smith 
again ruled that the state had 
failed to demonstrate that it has a 
compelling interest in banning the 
sale of sexual devices for use in 
private consensual adult relation¬ 
ships. But this time he went fur¬ 
ther and accepted the plaintiffs’ 
privacy argument, stating, “the 
fundamental right of privacy, long 
recognized by the Supreme Court 
as inherent among our constitu¬ 
tional protections, incorporates a 
right to sexual privacy.” ▼

going, “This is our largest group of 
field events competitors in the 
team’s history.” Here are just some 
of the Sydney-bound track and 
field athletes: 

Allen Eggman (decathlon, 
high jump, pole vault, discus, 
javelin, relays): Competing in the 
40-45-year-old age group, Eggman 
has fond memories of SF State’s 
track, “It’s been 20 years. It’s neat to 
be back and train here again.” As a 
decathlete and multi-event com¬ 
petitor (Amsterdam silver medal¬ 
ist), he’ll enjoy the thrill of doing 
several events twice over two days. 
Like many tracksters, the Central 
Valley native is recovering from the 
ever-present hamstring pull. 

Carlos Ferreira (100m, 
200m, 4X100 relay, javelin): 
Sydney will mark his fifth Games. 
Carlos played softball in 1986 with 
Los Angeles, watched track and 
field events, and was hooked. 
“What strikes me is the peaceful¬ 
ness of the track.” He admits hav¬ 
ing been intimidated by the SF 
track team at Vancouver. “Their 
guys are setting the standard.” After 
moving to San Francisco, he took 
up track, and won five medals, 
proving that, “It’s about participa¬ 
tion, to try things you never 
thought you could do before.” 

Giampiero Mancinelli (100m, 
200m, 4x100, 4x200, 4x400 & 
medley relays, javelin, hammer, 
long & triple jump): The Italian 
native has lived in the Bay Area for 
seven years. A Stanford particle 
physicist, he joined the track and 
field team after playing soccer with 
the SF Spikes and LA Eclipse (gold 
medalists in Amsterdam) and the 
Philadelphia Falcons. “Training has 
been hard. I had to learn plenty 
about injuries and understanding 
my body. I’ve always loved track 
and field since I was a kid. The Gay 
Games are giving me the chance to 
try something I’d never thought I 


could do, but I’ve always wished to. 
It’s definitely been a long way since 
my childhood days of jumping on 
my family’s olive trees in Assisi.” 

Joe McFerran (javelin, 
4x100 & medley relays, and 
powerlifting & rugby): With 
three diverse sports on his list, Mc¬ 
Ferran has taken his mother’s say¬ 
ing to heart: “The most important 
aspect about sports is to partici¬ 
pate.” “The Games are an opportu¬ 
nity to focus on inclusion and to 
encourage others to pursue sports 
which they felt they were discour¬ 
aged from previously,” he added. 

Mike Moorefield (100m, 
200m, 4x100, 4x200 & coed 
medley relays; discus, ham¬ 
mer, javelin, shot put): Proudly 
competing in the 50-54 age cate¬ 
gory, Moorefield’s previous medals 
from New York and Amsterdam 
include six medals; two gold, silver, 
and bronze each in sprint relays, 
discus and 400m. The Guerneville 
resident’s love of track “gives me 
an opportunity to ‘go for it’ and 
accomplish it. I like the good 
health it promotes.” He’ll be re¬ 
porting in Sydney for the North 
Bay gay paper We the People. 

Carmen Morrison (100m, 
200m 400m, shot-put discus 
and javelin): The sixth time 
around should prove victorious 
again for the world-class multi¬ 
medalist. Morrison has competed 
in every Games, and many major 
track events during her career. De¬ 
spite an ACL injury, she’s recover¬ 
ing, and is determined to run her 
favorite events once again. “We are 
serious athletes taking pride in 
what we do.” Morrison will post 
her first-hand accounts from Syd¬ 
ney on www.gay.com. 

Bruce Nickerson (relays, 800 
meter run): The gay rights attor¬ 
ney’s first Gay Games was in New 
York in 1994. He won the gold in 
the 800 meter run (over 50 divi¬ 


sion) and anchored Team SF to vic¬ 
tory in the (over 50) 4 x 400 meter 
relay. “It was the greatest moment 
of my athletic life, because I was 
running for the first time as a 
proud, openly gay man.” Four years 
later, after advanced coronary 
artery disease, a heart attack and a 
quadruple bypass operation, he re¬ 
covered, did an AIDS Ride, climbed 
White Mountain to a height of 
14,250 feet, and now the doctors 
have cleared him for the Games in 
Sydney. “Life truly begins at 60!” 

Amy Norquist (heptathlon: 
4x200m & 800m relays, 100m 
hurdles, javelin, long jump, 
high jump, shot put): A top 
competitor in track and field at 
Stanford University and Washing¬ 
ton State, Norquist will be busy 
both days of the track events. The 
heptathlon consists of seven 
events that showcase diverse skills. 
She’ll also be doubling up those 
skills in individual competition 
for several events. 

Rick Thoman (shot-put, 
100m, 200m, 400m, and 
4x100m, 4x200m, 4x400m re¬ 
lays): A founding member of the 
San Francisco Track 8c Field Club 
(as well as a medalist in all five 
Gay Games), he’s one of almost 50 
six-time competitors. “The Games 
continue to be a source of pride 
and enjoyment for me and I’m 
grateful to be able to experience 
another Games with all the won¬ 
derful athletes we have on the San 
Francisco Track 8c Field team.” He 
hopes to find time to relax after 
the track events. “I’ll visit Mel¬ 
bourne to recuperate.” ▼

I t’s probably a little late in the 
game to be reviewing La Bo¬ 
heme — the opera itself and 
not the production at the Curran 
— but director Baz Luhrmann is 
boldly pitching his celebrated 
staging to theater audiences who 
don’t necessarily have much of a 
background in opera. For many of 
these folks, as it was with me, this 
will be their first live production 
of Puccini’s 1895 opera. At the risk 
of being nominated for a Phyllis 
Stein award, I must report that La 
Boheme needs work. 

One could hardly imagine a 
better introduction to the piece 
than what Luhrmann has 
wrought, but even a stunning pro¬ 
duction won’t disguise the fact 
that the story has huge holes in it. 
We see the beginning of a love af¬ 
fair and the very end of it, but 
frustratingly little of what comes 
between. 

Luhrmann, rather than trying 
to disguise a choppy libretto, has 
chosen to accentuate it. The show 
comes to a complete standstill be¬ 
tween each of its four scenes. 
Huge pieces of scenery are hauled, 
lifted, lowered, and spun by semi- 
costumed stagehands, in a throw¬ 
back to stage spectacle before it 
became portable and mechanized. 

By letting us know that, yes, he 
gets that opera can seem clunky 
and artificial, Luhrmann has taken 
that complaint out of play for au¬ 
diences ready to go along with his 
vision. Interest moves to those 
musical elements that have let the 
work endure, and Luhrmann 
ratchets up accessibility by mov¬ 
ing the tale to 1957 Paris, and 
populating it with looks-appro- 
priate singers. He even has fun 
with the fonts for the surtitles. 

Red dawn 

After its SF run, this produc¬ 
tion moves immediately to Broad¬ 
way. But it is still bona fide opera, 
and the vocal demands (eased by 
some low-key miking) require 
double and triple casting among 
the four principal roles. There.is 
already local debate about which 
color-coded cast is best. 
Luhrmann and his producers had 
the chance to choose, and they 
chose the “Red” cast headed by 
Ekaterina Solovyeva jjnd David 
Miller, as Mimi and Rodolfo, to 
face* the bulk of the critics, the 
celebrities, and the TV cameras. 

It doesn’t take a deep back¬ 
ground in opera to realize that 
these performers have the real thing 
vocally. While Solovyeva at first 
looks too robust and prosperous as 
the ailing Mimi, she carries us along 
with her vocal clarity and finesse, 
and rises impressively to the char¬ 
acter’s big musical moments. As the 
struggling writer Rodolfo, Miller is

convincing in a slightly preppy sort 
of way, and he will bring his own 
converts to the music of Puccini. As 
the rough-edged lovers Marcello 
and Musetta, Eugene Brancoveanu 
and Jessica Comeau add further 
heat to the production. 

Luhrmann is best known for 
his visually ornate movies, includ¬ 
ing Strictly Ballroom and Moulin 
Rouge, and their distinctive look 
carries into La Boheme. That is 
not a surprise, since Catherine 
Martin, Luhrmann’s wife, has 
been the designer on all his major 
projects. What is a surprise is how 
Luhrmann and Martin have made 
such a big production out of their 
production. 

It seems a strange choice when 
the first scenery change is so visi¬ 
bly full of effort, but it resonates 
in the overall effect Luhrmann 
seems to be after. Despite their 
bulk, the sets don’t overwhelm the 
story. But for those with a taste for 
spectacle, you may never again see 
something as theatrically glorious 
as the unveiling of Paris at night. It 
is definitely gasp-worthy. ▼

hat’s the biggest down¬ 
side to the implausible 
success for the two guys 
from Puppetry of the Penis? It’s the 
puns. 

“Thank you for not using any 
puns,” said Simon Morley to an 
interviewer who actually did have 
a pun in waiting, but fortunately 
not yet used. 

Morley and David Friend have 
done hundreds of interviews in 
the past few years for their superi¬ 
or-ability at manipulating their 
penises into recognizable objects, 
such as a hamburger, the Eiffel 
Tower, and the Loch Ness Mon¬ 
ster. To understand their aversion 
to puns, consider this sampling of 
newspaper headlines:

me, because I was the only person 
a lot of people had ever heard of 
doing it.” 

Friend somehow tracked down 
Morley while he was eating dinner 
in a beer garden, and approached 
the unaware Morley with a list of 
tricks that he could do with his 
penis. 

“There I was minding my own 
business,” Morley said. “I lost my 
appetite rather smartly there. 
[Penis tricks] always had a place, 
like, after a few drinks. It’s a party 
trick, but at 8 o’clock at night 
while you’re sitting there eating, it 
was a little shocking at first.” 

Once they started getting paid 
to perform, Morley and Friend re¬ 
alized it was best if they did it 
sober. “I very rarely have a drink 
before a show,” Morley said. 
“There’s dialogue. You have to stay 
on top of that stuff.” 

Morley and Friend created a 
script from their originally im¬ 
provised banter as their penile 
“installations” are projected on a 
large screen for an up-close-and- 
personal effect. I got the same ef¬ 
fect live when Morley and Friend 
dropped their trousers, spent a 
few moments stretching and posi¬ 
tioning, and turned to reveal their 
cocks and balls arranged to look 
like hamburgers just inches from 
my face. 

As they have done in other 
cities, Morley and Friend may pass 
the show on to replacements if the 
show runs beyond the end of No¬ 
vember. “Approximately 50 per¬ 
cent of the world has the equip¬ 
ment to do the show,” Friend said. 

But doesn’t size matter? “We 
don’t like to talk length,” Morley 
said. “Obviously, everyone can do 
some of the tricks. It’s more a 
stretch factor, I think. We some¬ 
times see a guy come to an audi¬ 
tion with a huge penis, and he 
hasn’t been able to do much at all 
with it. You can be too big.” 

“You don’t want too much 
meat in your hamburger,” Friend 
added. 

“We’re looking for people who 
are very natural,” Morley contin¬ 
ued. “I think that’s what sells the 
show. That’s why we can get away 
with what we do. That, and a total 
lack of shame.” T

atre on the Square, Morley and 
Friend will add San Francisco to 
the cities where they’ve invited au¬ 
diences to laugh at their genitals. 

“When we first started doing 
the show,” Morley said, “we used 
to joke, ‘Well, one place it’s defi¬ 
nitely going to is San Francisco. If 
it’s ever going to work, it should 
work there.’” 

While Morley and Friend, both 
in the their 30s, are straight and 


claim their show is totally nonsex- 
ual, gay men and straight women 
have represented a high percent¬ 
age of audiences. “When we took 
the show to New York, we initially 
got a very strong gay following,” 
said Morley. “But then the word 
got out that it wasn’t a gay show. 
It wasn’t in the same vein as Naked 
Boys Singing. It actually was for 
everyone. So we still get a heavy 
gay contingent, but we get every¬ 


one.” 

Last stand 

Morley and Friend usually take 
the show into a new town, and 
perform it while holding audi¬ 
tions and training replacements, 
before moving on to another city. 
There are five companies current¬ 
ly performing around the globe, 
and many more are planned. But 
San Francisco may be the last city 
where the originators actually per¬ 
form the show themselves. 

“I’m not sure I’ll perform the 
show anymore after San Francis¬ 
co,” said Morley, who had been a 
comedy promoter in Australia. “I 
just need to have a life back.” 

Friend is also looking ahead to 
a post-Penis life. “I want to get 
enough money so I don’t have to 
work anymore,” said the ex-po¬ 
liceman and former computer 
programmer. “I want a nice house 
on the beach somewhere, with a 
big bag of ice to sit on and rest my 
weary nuts.” 

Morley and Friend met in Aus¬ 
tralia after discovering they shared 
a talent for “the ancient Australian 
art of genital origami,” per the 
show’s facetious subtitle. “Simon 
was doing an impromptu perfor¬ 
mance in the toilets of a night¬ 
club,” Friend said. “My flatmate 
happened to be one of the bounc¬ 
ers there, heard there was some 
guy doing dick tricks in the toilet, 
so he got on the phone straight to

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Interminable Mozart 


San Francisco Opera's ' Abduction'

III hen I was learning to love 
I - ' opera in the 1950s, 

m m Mozart productions were 
almost all candy-box pretty, slow 
and overloaded with luscious 
string tone. The singing may have 
been eye-glazingly soporific, but it 
was seldom skanky. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera’s revival of Mozart’s 
Abduction from the Seraglio, which 
opened last Tuesday to an opera 
house one-quarter empty to start 
with (and half-empty after the 
second act intermission) featured 
more skanky singing than any¬ 
body should have to listen to in 
one evening. 

Of lovely, rounded, mellow, 
sweet tones there were zero, except 
in a couple of tenor Paul Groves’ 
middle-register legato phrases. The 
two women — Regina Schoerg and 
Jennifer Welch-Babidge — had 
what I can only describe as lemony 
sopranos. Schoerg’s rapid-fire col¬ 
oratura in the high register (grant¬ 
ed, some of the most unsingable 
music ever written) sounded like a 
toy-train whistle. Groves took 
breaths in his big aria where he 
should not have, and though bass 
Michael Eder got down to the bot¬ 
tom Cs and Ds of his subterranean 
role, they had no weight and 
sounded like a casual accident 
rather than an achieved goal. 

The skankiest performance 
was from Peter Bronder’s Pedrillo. 
The servant looked like the Ana¬ 
heim Angels’ Rally Monkey and 
may have sung like him (I missed 
RM’s last recital) in a voice that 
couldn’t discriminate between 
baritone or tenor, and had an off- 
putting, asexual, anti-human 
quality. It is never a good idea for 
the servants in an 18th-century 
comedy to be sexless, something 
that stage director Stephen 
Wadsworth knows only too well. 
Perhaps he used all his available 
rehearsal time on the only actor in 
the cast, Frank Hoffmann, who 
speaks the non-singing role of 
Pasha Selim. 

Selim has incarcerated Con¬ 
stanze (Schoerg) and demands 
that she become his lover, but he 
will not force her. This makes him 
more enlightened than the father 
of Constanze’s beloved Belmonte 
(Groves), who did Selim wrong 
many years ago. The new SFO 


regime laid hard and heavy on 
themes of constancy, forgiveness, 
and enlightenment, but gave short 
shrift to the fact that Constanze 
and Belmonte have two of the 
hardest arias to sing in all of opera. 

Exhaust pipes 

I admit that back in the 1950s, 
not many could sing “Martern 
aller Arten” or “Ich baue ganz” 
uncut, in tune, and with all of the 
coloratura, runs and ornaments 
correctly observed. Schoerg and 
Groves can, and for that they get 
minimal props, but please, if it is 
so strenuous, so exhausting and so 
unlovely to listen to, why bother? 
The critics who sing Schoerg’s 
praises because she is Rosenberg’s 
“discovery” are the same snobs 
who thought Laura Claycomb 
shouldn’t be allowed to sing Zer- 
binetta because she was “only an 
Adler Fellow a few years ago.” The 
audience, what was left of it by Act 
III, wisely produced only tepid ap¬ 
preciation on opening night. 

I mention the audience be¬ 
cause, once again, we had two 
hours of music stretched to a 
three-hour-and-15-minute run¬ 
ning time. Baz Luhrmann’s La Bo- 
heme, for all its high-tech showbiz 
frills, is lighter, airier, and almost 
an hour shorter than SFO’s Ab¬ 
duction, yet Puccini’s score is 
slightly longer. Blame part of that 
discrepancy on the opera 
marathon mentality — if it takes 
forever, it must be profound — 
and part of it on conductor Peter 
Schneider, who produced a ram¬ 
bling, uninflected performance 
from an orchestra amusingly re¬ 
ferred to in media notes as having 
“reduced strings.” Reduced from 
what? SFO employed 34 strings in 
these performances. Mozart was 
lucky if he had 34 instruments all 
together, and you can bet you 
heard more winds and brass when 
he was conducting. 

Wadsworth’s production only 
took fire when Pasha Selim was 
hitting on Constanze; i.e. the non¬ 
musical, spoken parts. I didn’t feel 
Schoerg was any great actress, but 
she seemed like an honorable 
young woman who was truly hor¬ 
rified by being offered a place in 
the harem — until Selim kissed 
her. There is no crying in baseball 
and there is no kissing in Mozart, 
but Wadsworth managed the 
evening’s only emotional tug 


when Constanze seemed to realize 
that maybe being Selim’s sweetie 
might have tangible rewards. It 
gave us something to think about 
anyway, while the Mozartean 
miles were tooling by, slowly, te¬ 
diously, endlessly. ▼

stuffed-shirt commanding officer. 
The film’s only bright spot is 
Nicolette Krebitz as Romy, 
LeBlanc’s romantic interest. 
Somehow, Krebitz manages to 
keep her dignity throughout, 
while simultaneously communi¬ 
cating intelligence and sex appeal. 

You could sail an aircraft carri¬ 
er through the holes in the plot, 
but the entire effort is torpedoed 
early in the game by its schizo¬ 
phrenic tone. All the Queens Men 
tries to be both a WWII spy 
drama and a drag comedy, but it 
is unwilling to commit to either 
one. The result is a succession of 
comedic and dramatic misfires 


which rob the film of both humor 
and credibility. A revelation, 
three-quarters of the way into the 
film, that the four spyettes are sup¬ 
posed to be lousy imitations of 
femininity does not make every¬ 
thing okay. 

It’s worth noting that some¬ 
thing peculiar usually happens 
when heterosexual actors put on 
women’s clothes: they get stupid, 
not funny. And stupid is the order 
of the day in All the Queens Men. 
After almost two years of making 
its way around the festival circuit, 
All the Queens Men opens tomor¬ 
row in a theater near you. Run for 
cover! T

\ on the alleged true story of 
1 % four men sent to Germany 
in 1944 to recover one of the fa¬ 
mous “enigma” decoding devices. 
Three of them are soldiers, one is 
a gay transvestite cabaret per¬ 
former, and they are asked to 
spend all their time behind enemy 
lines in dresses, pretending to be 
women. And by the way, two of 
the four spies speak no German 
whatsoever. 

The recognizable actors who 
throw their careers into this 
breach are Matt LeBlanc ( Friends) 
as a rowdy American G.I.; the het¬ 
erosexual, crossdressing stand-up 
comedian Eddie Izzard as the drag 
chanteuse; and the once-respect¬ 
ed English actor Edward Fox as 
the mastermind behind the oper¬ 
ation. The script is by David 
Schneider and Jeff Stockwell, and 
direction is provided by Stefan 
Ruzowitzky. Fortunately, LeBlanc 
has a lucrative regular gig on 
American television. The others 
will be lucky to find work any¬ 
where once All the Queens Men 
goes into wide release. 

Eddie Izzard’s good moments 
come in his cabaret perfor¬ 
mances, but Matt LeBlanc’s 
forced, hypermasculine pose re¬ 
flects the actor’s extreme discom¬ 
fort with his character, and 
wardrobe. And Edward Fox car¬ 
toons his role as the British

N o pink triangles here, yet 
Tim Blake Nelson’s The 
Grey Zone will still bang 
you over the head with its chroni¬ 
cling of interminable horrors. 
Based upon a memoir by Dr. Mik- 
los Nyiszli, this the story of 
Auschwitz’s Sonderkommdndo, a 
squad of Jews who for a period of 
up to four months led other Jews 
to the gas chambers, then after¬ 
wards dragged out the naked 
corpses to the ovens. This group’s 
reward: food, wine and bed linen. 
But then when their four months 
are up, they’re killed, too, quickly 
replaced by others. 

Writer/director Nelson tries to 
capture the psychology of the men 
who have “agreed” to this task. 
After all, what choice did they 
have? And what keeps them going? 
The hope of being able to survive 
one more day, a day when the war 
might be finally over? No, not ex¬ 
actly. 

At least the realists don’t be¬ 
lieve the war will ever be over in 


time for them to survive. If so, 
why not do something to save 
their souls? But what? How about 
blowing up a crematorium? 

And that’s just what they do. 
But the power of The Grey Zone is 
not so much in its plot as in its vi¬ 
suals and the truths it unearths. 

Acting-wise, you almost wish 
this film had been dubbed into an¬ 
other language and subtitled. The 
Nazis (e.g., Harvey Keitel) speak 
with a German accent, while the 
Polish and Hungarian Jews speak 
with broad American accents. 
David Arquette, Mira Sorvino, and 
several of the others grow on you. 
But every time Steve Buscemi and 
Natasha Lyonne open their 
mouths, you think they’re audi¬ 
tioning for a dinner theater version 
of Fiddler on the Roof. 

Whatever its limitations, The 
Grey Zone will shake you up. Here 
is a movie that asks difficult ques¬ 
tions, an activity few other enter¬ 
tainments venture nowadays. T

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Prime-time degenerate 

The life of Bob Crane is laid bare in Paul Schrader's 4 Auto Focus'

riter/director Paul 
m Schrader has a taste for 
the outre. He directed Af¬ 
fliction and American Gigolo, and 
wrote the scripts for Taxi Driver, 
Raging Bull, and The Last Tempta¬ 
tion of Christ. In Auto Focus, 
Schrader illuminates the life and 
death of Bob Crane, the television 
star of Hogan’s Heroes (1965- 
1971). It was a long, strange trip 
for Crane, who began his career as 
a radio DJ and ended up a televi¬ 
sion has-been, found murdered in 
a Scottsdale motel in 1978. 

“Long” and “strange” are ad¬ 
jectives which also describe 
Schrader’s cinematic exploration 
of Crane’s misspent life, based on 
a biography by Robert Graysmith, 
with a screenplay by Michael Ger- 
bosi. Schrader’s inspired casting 
choices include Greg Kinnear as 
Crane; Rita Wilson as Crane’s first 
wife, Anne; and Willem Dafoe as 
the creepy video salesman John 
Carpenter, who is the catalyst for 
Crane’s downfall. 

Schrader begins the story in 
the early ’60s, when Crane is a 
popular morning DJ on a Los An¬ 
geles radio station. His simultane¬ 
ous television career begins with a 
recurring role on The Donna Reed 
Show. But when that show is can¬ 
celed, Crane’s agent (Ron Leib- 
man) sends him the script for a 
WWII prisoner-of-war comedy, 
Hogan’s Heroes. The show is a hit, 
and Crane, a happy-go-lucky fam¬ 
ily man, becomes the household 
name every wannabe starlet in 
America wants to bed. A casual 
encounter with John Carpenter 
introduces Crane to the world of 
cocktails, strip clubs, and home 
videos. Suddenly, Crane and Car¬ 
penter are staying out past curfew, 
orchestrating orgies, and video¬ 
taping their sexual escapades for 
their own erotic enjoyment. 

When Hogan’s Heroes is can¬ 
celed, Crane’s downward spiral 
begins. He divorces his first wife, 
remarries, and starts appearing on 
the dinner-theater circuit because 
he can’t get work in film or televi-

sion. Crane, who insists on show¬ 
ing off his personal porn collec¬ 
tion, acquires a reputation in Hol¬ 
lywood as a sleazebag. His drink¬ 
ing escalates, and he becomes 
paunchy and dissolute. Finally, his 
second wife divorces him. When 
his theatrical road-show pulls into 
Scottsdale, alcohol, sex, and John 
Carpenter are all Crane has left. 

Homo attraction 

Production designer James 
Chinlund and costume designer 
Julie Weiss do exceptional work 
recreating the look and feel of the 
’60s and early ’70s, from Banlon 
sweaters to tie-dyed caftans. And 
Greg Kinnear’s performance 
strikes a perfect balance between 
intelligent bonhomie and degen¬ 
erate obsession. He is assisted in 
codependence by Willem Dafoe’s 
rendering of John Carpenter. The 
elephant in the room neither man 
wants to acknowledge is the ho¬ 
mosexual attraction the men have 
for each other. It flares up early in 
their relationship when Crane 
screens a video and notices Car¬ 
penter’s hand fondling Crane’s 
naked ass. This incident creates a 
schism between the two men, but 
within a few years, they find them¬

selves sitting in Crane’s family 
room, masturbating on the sofa as 
they watch videos of Crane in ac¬ 


tion with one of his female con¬ 
quests. They talk about babes, but 
the action is all about dick. 

Director Schrader establishes 
the sunny optimism of Crane’s 
early career at the beginning of 
the film, but the tone quickly veers 
toward sleaze, and stays there to 
the end. Unfortunately, the film’s 
pace begins to drag in the final act. 
Crane’s descent becomes both 
predictable and repetitive in its 
cinematic presentation, and Ange¬ 
lo Badalamenti’s score only adds 
to the monotony. Badalamenti is a 
master of the mournful string 
quartet, as he demonstrated in his 
score for David Lynch’s Mulhol- 
land Drive and Schrader’s last 
film, Forever Mine, but his work 
here is particularly leaden. 

Auto Focus is a dark little film, 
compelling but not engrossing. 
But it is also a film that sticks with 
you after you leave the theater. 
Fame, promiscuity, and pornogra¬ 
phy are neither new nor memo¬ 
rable. The haunting impact of 
Auto Focus lies in its ability to por¬ 


tray someone who possesses a 
premium blend of fame, fortune, 
and family, and throws it all away 
because of sexual obsession. ▼

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V isionary film director Akira Kurosawa brougnt lono studios 
to the brink of bankruptcy in 1954 with his epic-scale Seven 
Samurai, starting Friday, October 25 at the Castro Theatre 
for a one-week run. It's that grand opera of swordfighting which has 
inspired just about every posse film from The Magnificent Seven to 
A Bug's Life. Spears, men, horses, rain and mud: it's all here, in 
Kurosawa's virtuoso technique. The ensemble cast is capped by 
master actor Toshiro Mifune (pictured) as the clown Kikuchiyo, 
whose personal quest to prove himself a samurai warrior transforms 
him from manic, goofy guy to tortured, self-hating hero. Now that's 
entertainment. ▼

Reggio's ' Naqoyqatsi' opens

ftjk ne night when I was walk- 
^ ing home from work, I no¬ 
ticed a stalled bus on Van 
Ness, and a group of young peo¬ 
ple talking on the corner. An elec¬ 
trical fire had just been put out on 
the top of the nearly completed 
condo complex Pacific Place. And 
since there were reporters there 
and it was obviously going to be 
on the news, one in the group said 
he’d have to catch what happened 
when he got home. Here was 
something real, but he couldn’t 
validate its existence without see¬ 
ing it captured and fitted into the 
confines of his TV screen. Has 
“civilization” reduced us to this? 
Do we disbelieve everything until 
it’s shown after the fact? Must all 
our of experiences be mediated 
and deflected? 

These are some of the ques¬ 
tions which Godfrey Reggio’s 
strange and unsettling new film 
Naqoyqatsi (“Life as War”) asks. 
The third installment in the direc¬ 
tor’s Qatsi trilogy, it’s also a signif¬ 
icant departure from the first two. 
Where the 1982 Koyaanisqatsi 
(“Life Out of Balance”) provoked, 
and the 1988 Powaqqatsi affirmed 
(MGM has just released them on 
DVD), this one broods, big-time. 
And what it broods on is how 
technology and the images it has 
produced have invaded our lives. 
Or, as Reggio has remarked, 
“Image has become pure illusion.” 


His film, which, like the first 
two, is pictures only, with original 
music by Philip Glass, is a perfect¬ 
ly logical extension of Powaqqat- 
sTs view of the First World prey¬ 
ing on the Third. Here, technolo¬ 
gy preys on itself, and, by exten¬ 
sion, us. The picture’s title also 
bears out the director’s belief that 
“the new divine, the computer” is 
the most significant development 
in 5,000 years. War has, in effect, 
been declared on the natural 
world, and therefore on our 
human way of living. 

Reggio visualizes this brave 
new world by having his principal 
cameramen Russell Lee Fine, Tim¬ 
othy Housel, John Bailey (he shot 
Mishima, which Glass also 
scored), and a large tech-team 
make much of what we see look 
fake. Most of the images (80% are 
stock footage) are digitally altered 
— colorized, de-colorized, 
stretched, slowed, speeded up, re¬ 
patterned, re-textured, and “re¬ 
animated.” Since our god is now 
the computer, and your PC’s icon 
something to click on rather than 
an object for contemplation, this 
was obviously the only way to go. 

Tower of power 

There are many arresting se¬ 
quences here. One of the most 
amazing is one where we seem to 
be traveling inside a circuit which 
ends up looking like Lego building 
blocks. There’s lots of apocalyptic 
imagery, too — heaving oceans, 
mountains appearing in a digital

desert, and Pieter Brueghel the 
Elder’s intricate and realler-than- 
real 1563 painting “The Tower of 
Babel,” which opens the film, as 
Reggio’s camera zooms in slowly. 
Glass’ gravely beautiful music is 
played first by lower brass and 
lower strings, with A1 De Ruiter’s 
bass voice intoning “Naqoyqatsi,” 
followed by a real human heart¬ 
beat, and star cellist Yo-Yo Ma’s 
controlled yet highly emotive play¬ 
ing, and later the entire orchestra. 
And then we’re inside a real loca¬ 
tion, the abandoned Michigan 
Central Railway Depot in Detroit, 
which perfectly matches the fa¬ 
cades in Brueghel’s picture. Reg¬ 
gio’s use of the Tower of Babel is 
hardly accidental, and the images 
in this prologue are the seeds from 
which the whole film grows. 

The Babel story in Genesis be¬ 
gins, “Now the whole world had 
one language and few words,” and 
the director has chosen to tell his 
story in pictures with no words, 
which is how the world speaks 
now. The fact that the Tower of 
Babel, which means “Gate of 
God” in ancient Akkadian, really 
did exist in Babylon, which 
stretched to the Persian Gulf as 
Iraq does now, couldn’t be more 
timely, or more frightening. The 
point of the Biblical myth is that 
Yahweh had to punish human 
pride. “This is only the start of 
their undertakings! Now nothing 
they plan will be beyond them. 
Come, let us go down and confuse 
their language there, so they can¬ 


not understand one another.” Hu¬ 
mankind still doesn’t seem to have 
gotten the point. The end of this 
opening sequence is chilling: 
crowds of people moving in 
dreamlike slow motion, their faces 
eyeless, blanched, as if they’re the 
nuked yet still-walking dead, 
frozen as a bar code bleeds in on 
the right of the screen, and they’ve 
become what we all seem to be be¬ 
coming, commodities. 

Reggio devotes much of the 
rest of his picture to showing a 
“world where unity is held in the 
vice of technological homogeniza¬ 
tion,” and this has a peculiar but 
powerful effect. Everything — 
slow pans over Madame Tussaud’s 
wax dummies of Dubya, Arafat, 
and other world leaders; angry 
protesters being beaten helpless by 
police; a beautiful woman eating a 
hamburger with obvious relish — 
begins to look and feel neutral, 
each image of equal weight. But 
that, I think, is Reggio’s point. 
Counterpoised against that are 


chastely erotic pictures of men 
and women smiling, touching, 
kissing, seeming nevertheless like 
something we’ve lost. 

Reggio’s plans for making 
Naqoyqatsi with Glass go back 
about 15 years. Though the com¬ 
poser has been involved every step 
of the way, he wrote the music 
only last year, and it was recorded 
at the end of the year, with Ma’s 
solos done separately this January. 
The score, superbly conducted by 
the composer’s music director 
Michael Riesman, moves in per¬ 
fect concert with the images, aug¬ 
menting and sometimes counter¬ 
pointing them. The soundtrack 
on Sony Classical also stands com¬ 
pletely on its own two feet — 
pulsing, majestic, deep. If Glass 
doesn’t get nominated for his 
work in this picture, there’s defi¬ 
nitely something rotten in Den¬ 
mark — er, Hollywood. T

Philip Guston's 'Poor Richard' at the Palace of the Legion of Honor

R ichard Milhous Nixon was 
almost too easy a target. 
With his ski-jump nose and 
heavily jowled cheeks, his face 
begged for caricature. Rob Storr, 
the MoMA curator whose Ger¬ 
hard Richter exhibition is cur¬ 
rently wowing SFMOMA audi¬ 
ences, writes in a review of the 
book version of Poor Richard, 
“History shows that bad politi¬ 
cians often make for good art.” 

Guest curator Debra Bricker 
Balken, who also wrote the book 
based on the drawings currently 
on view at the Palace of the Legion 
of Honor, told me that these Philip 
Guston works were never intended 
as framed pieces in a gallery. But 
working with the artists estate, the 
curator managed to create a fasci¬ 
nating traveling exhibition of the 
simple line drawings to comple¬ 
ment her 2001 publication. 

It is hard to place oneself back 
in 1971, when Nixon, one of the 
most controversial and polarizing 
Presidents in the history of the 


United States, still sat in the Oval 
Office. It was an election year, and 
Nixon was still two years away 
from Watergate and his final hu¬ 
miliation. But think “W” times 
two to imagine the reactions of 
liberal Democrats to Tricky Dick. 
Among them was painter Philip 
Guston, one of the luminaries of 
the New York School in the 1950s 
and ’60s, and his friend, the nov¬ 
elist Philip Roth. In the early 70s, 
in his late fifties (the same age as 
Nixon), Guston was having a 
midlife crisis, in a period when his 
paintings had begun to change, to 
some harsh criticism. Previously 
as rigidly abstract as his childhood 
friend Jackson Pollack, Guston 
began to incorporate inflated, car¬ 
toon-like shapes into his “late” 
works, in the ’60s. When Roth, 
whom Guston met in Woodstock 
in 1971, wrote Our Gang, a paro¬ 
dy of the Nixon White House, the 
closet cartoonist emerged full- 
force in Guston, and the Poor 
Richard drawings are the result. 

Gang’s all here

ings depict Nixon as a walking 
horizontal phallus, his jowls trans¬ 
formed into a scrotum with five 
o’clock shadow. (“Henry the K” 
Kissinger fares little better as a 
mobile pair of eyeglasses, and 
Spiro Agnew is a variation on 
Zippy the Pinhead.) For Nixon- 
phobes, it is hard to suppress one’s 
glee at the depictions of the bum¬ 
bling 37th President. A loosely 
chronological look at Nixon’s life, 
they begin with young Richard 
scheming about his future career 
in politics, and lead toward the 
torturous journey of his life as an 
international statesman. Nixon 
occasionally appears in a KKK 
hood, but in most of the drawings 
he is merely pathetic, not aggres¬ 
sively evil. “Perhaps Guston knew 
that it was more effective to make 
an enemy look like a fool than like 
a monster,” the p.r. from the Le¬ 
gion suggests. 

The addition of selections 
from the rich holdings of works 
on paper in the Achenbach Foun¬ 
dation for Graphic Arts works 
against the Guston exhibition. 
This curatorial device usually 
works to the advantage of travel¬ 
ing exhibitions at the Fine Arts 
Museums. (Recent shows featur¬ 
ing Henry Moore and the 
Toulouse-Lautrec era spring to 
mind.) There are some choice 
pieces, including two works by 
Enrique Chagoya which skewer 
more contemporary right-wing 
villains like Falwell and Helms in 
the style of Goya’s “Caprichos” 


and “Disasters of War.” But the 
central location of the peripheral 
material here distracts from, 
rather than enhances, the small 
focus exhibition. Seeing several of 
Guston’s well-known late, car- 
toonish paintings on loan from 
local collections, on the other 
hand, helps the visitor to put the 
drawings in perspective. 

For Guston fans awaiting next 
year’s major retrospective at SF¬ 


MOMA, there will be a screening 
of the film Philip Guston: A Life 
Lived at the Legion on December 
14 at 1 p.m., and a lecture by local 
poet Bill Berkson called, “Travels 
with Guston.” T

I I ey faggot, 

1 1 Remember when you 

1 used to open your column 
with that salutation? Boy, those 
were the days, weren’t they? Now 
you’re releasing your third book, 
which my editor asked me to re¬ 
view. I read every word and must 
confess I think you’re a real smart 
guy. I didn’t really disagree with 
anything you had to say in Skip¬ 
ping Towards Gomorrah. Unfortu¬ 
nately, it’s already been said better 
by others — like filmmaker/au¬ 
thor Michael Moore in his recent 
book, Stupid White Men. Moore 
delivers the same sort of political¬ 


ly correct rant with a bit more 
depth and a lot more venom. Who 
would have thought a fat, straight 
man could dish more dirt about 
America’s nut-case right wing 
than a cute gay guy? 

Right up front, you tell us 
you’re taking a stand for our con¬ 
stitutional right to the “pursuit of 
happiness,” while metaphorically 
flipping the bird to Dr. Laura, 
William Bennett, Pat Buchanan, et 
al. In particular, you cite your 
book as a response' to Robert 
Bork’s 1996 conservative opus, 
Slouching Towards Gomorrah. 
Dan, does that kind of tripe really 
deserve a response? And if it did, 
wouldn’t it be more appropriate 
to respond sooner than six years 
after the book’s publication? 
When I was reading your book, I 
kept asking myself why you both¬ 



ered to write it, and why anyone 
would bother to read it. I have 
some ideas on this first question, 
but I’ll get back to that in a 
minute. 

Your self-appointed task for 
Skipping Towards Gomorrah is to 
commit all the seven deadly sins, 
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apparently with a smile on your 
face. You give each one its own 
chapter, and you travel all over 
America searching for the appro¬ 
priate venues and co-conspirators. 
You have to admit, that’s pretty 
contrived. In the second chapter, 
devoted to lust, you focus entirely 
on wife-swapping straight couples 
who do their “swinging” at 
“Lifestyles” conventions or in local 
clubs for swingers. But you don’t 
allow yourself an orgasm in the 
entire book, or even a hard-on. So, 
did you deliberately set out to 
make a liar out of yourself, or do 
you think stupidity qualifies as a 
deadly sin? 

I have to confess, I loved the 
chapter on gluttony, where you at¬ 
tend that convention of the Na¬ 
tional Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Fat Acceptance 
(NAAFA) and hang with these re¬ 
ally fat chicks. Those 350-pound 
babes really rock out, especially 
when they’re on the prowl for “fat 
admirers,” the male groupies of 
the NAAFA conventions. And I 
have to thank you for explaining 


why men use butt-plugs. Some¬ 
how 1 I missed that course in col¬ 
lege. But as a work of nonfiction, 
Skipping Towards Gomorrah is 
both lame and tame. I think the 
reason I couldn’t get into it is be¬ 
cause you couldn’t get into it, ei¬ 
ther. I’ve rarely seen an author 
more personally absent from the 
first-person prose he grinds out. 
You take all the fun out of sinning 
because you never really give into 
it. And what’s up with that bit in 
the last chapter? You seek out this 
straight guy who makes you lick 
his toes while repeatedly calling 
you “faggot,” then you give him 
money and thank him for his ef¬ 
forts. This reflects the kind of self¬ 
esteem issues that should stop you 
from dispensing advice to anyone, 
especially gay men. 

Why did you write this book? 
At the end of the day, I could only 
conclude you had a commitment 
to the publisher that you had to 
fulfill. Skipping Towards Gomorrah 
is what you spat out. Next time, 
Dan, wait for the inspiration, then 
sign the contract. ▼

urviving the Moment of Im- 

| pact is the debut collection of 
%F T. Cole Rachel, an Okla¬ 
homa-born poet who now lives in 
Brooklyn and who devotes much of 
his work to coming to terms with 
his Midwestern roots, his family, 
and the difficulties of gay love. Of 
course, these aren’t new themes for 
poetry, or even gay poetry; the real 
test of a poet’s success is not so 
much where he or she takes us, but 
how they take us there. 

In theme and subject matter, 
Rachel’s work seems to hearken 
back to that of the “Confessional 
Poets” of the 1950s and ’60s. Each 
poem is dominated by unflinch¬ 
ing, even searing self-examination, 
and meditations on family are par¬ 
ticularly important. In form, how¬ 
ever, Rachel is more contempo¬ 
rary. His poems are similar in 
structure to those of the so-called 
“slam” poets. Dominated by a very 
strong narrative line, they employ 
subtle rhythmical devices that lend 
the poems to performance, and 
they often contain references to 
popular culture that help ground 
them in time and place. 

Some of the most powerful 
poems in the collection are 
Rachel’s portraits of his parents. 
In “july 4, 1996,” for example, he 
watches his mother during the 
holiday fireworks display, “her face 
half-hidden by smoke and/night, i 
think that she is nothing at all...” 
It is a poem about an adult child 
contemplating a parent, “the good 
son, again, watching that older/fe¬ 
male version of myself...” In “my 
father, one of those things i never 
write about,” Rachel ruminates 
upon the curious and somewhat 
dark presence that his father has 
been, but he does so obliquely and 
ironically, defining it as an ab¬ 
sence. 

The narrative quality of 
Rachel’s poetry comes through 
strongly in poems like “yr so 
great,” a poignant and somewhat 
painful exploration of a young 
boy’s first glimmerings of same- 
sex desire. The boy slips a secret 



valentine to his beloved, and thrills 
at the prospect that “he will read 
this and know i imagine/our eyes 
meeting across a crowded class¬ 
room, a silent recognition.” But the 
idyll is interrupted by discovery, 
and the boy retreats, “reminding 
myself to stay away from those 
boys/who make me too happy.” 

The title poem of the collection 
is an extended reckoning, Rachel’s 
attempt to map the psychological 
geography of where he’s come 
from, and what it means to have 
left it behind. It’s an accounting, a 
comparison between the reality of 
where and what he was and the 
“somewhere” that he always 
dreamed of escaping to: “so they 
wave from the house, the props 
are all left in place/as he drives 
down brown gravel to the 
spot/somewhere people leave and 
don’t look back/where dirt gives 
way to asphalt, highway. 

In more than a few poems of¬ 
fered in this collection, Rachel 
presents works that are self-con¬ 
scious explorations of the craft of 
poetry, “self-aware” poems that 
explore the limits and possibilities 
of the form. In “the project of the 
poem,” for example, he presents a 
kind of meditative laundry list of 
his major poetic themes. In an¬ 
other work, titled “the poem is,” he 
offers an appreciation of the mys¬ 
terious appeal of poetry: “and 
then, when you think this 
poem/has gone, it raises the 
blinds/and wakes you, 
begging/shut up and look, you 
idiot/look, just for a moment/at 
how beautiful we can become.” ▼

iPi or the two years that the 

IP Bush Administration has 
eviscerated the economy, 
promulgated imperialism, and 
created isolationist policies that 
would make Pat Buchanan blush, 
each member of the Bush team 
from the President down has 
attempted to blame the 
Clinton Administra¬ 
tion for every failure 
of its own. The glaring 
exception would be 
that Bush pere didn’t 
take out Saddam 
Hussein; try as they 
will, Bush 
Redux simply 
can’t pin that 
one on Clinton. 

Thus it should come as no sur¬ 
prise that the Bush Administra¬ 
tion has already laid blame for last 
week’s alleged political shocker, 
the “discovery” that the world’s 
most dangerous nation, North 
Korea, has been building a nuclear 
arsenal since 1994, at Clinton’s 
feet. Every Bush lackey has spout¬ 
ed this disclaimer while also spew¬ 
ing their own: The US will not be 
taking military action against 
North Korea because, in the words 
of the President, we can’t be every¬ 
where at once, and Iraq is of pri¬ 
mary interest. Translation: North 
Korea has no oil, just millions of 
people dying of starvation in the 
world’s most repressive regime. 

Meanwhile, the anti-Iraq 
rhetoric continues to flair, despite 
the fact that the UN Security 
Council resists the idea of a US-in¬ 
cited war against that nation. Even 
Oprah, the queen of decency, has 
jumped on the pro-war bandwag¬ 
on, literally silencing guests with 
alternative views on the war dur¬ 
ing a show last week in which Iraq 
was the topic. One wonders, less 
than a month before elections, 
when the nation’s politicians (call¬ 
ing all Democrats!) are going to 
mention, perhaps in passing, that 
the US economy is in freefall, that 
a few days of stock market gains 
are always replaced with a week’s 
worth of downturns, and that last 
week’s quarterly report just em¬ 
phasized how badly the average 
American is faring economically. 
Where is that liberal media when 
one needs it? TV news has so de- 
emphasized the damaged econo¬ 
my while playing up the threat 
posed by Iraq (which has yet to be 
stated clearly anywhere) that it 
might as well be the private Bush 
press machine instead of a nation¬ 
al information base. 

NBC has been the worst of¬ 
fender in recent weeks, putting the 
Iraq debacle front and center even 
during the grisliest days of the 
Beltway sniper. Only ABC has 
placed significant attention on the 
stock market freefall that has 
been, on the Bush watch, the 
worst in the nation’s history, rival¬ 
ing even the Depression in terms 
of actual percentages. And don’t 
depend on PBS for the straight 
story. Though the NewsHour with 
Jim Lehrer has somewhat more 
gravitas and depth than the net¬ 
works and CNN, it’s still been a 
whispery voice in an already per¬ 
ilously weak news chorus. 

Grate expectations 

We remain absolutely appalled 
at ABC’s decision to dump their 
cancer-stricken anchors, Sam 
Donaldson and Cokie Roberts of 
the venerable This Week, in favor 
of the youthful (and healthful) 
George Stephanopolous, a mem¬ 
ber of the This Week team for sev¬ 


eral years, since he left the Clinton 
Administration for greener pas¬ 
tures. This time, one can’t wholly 
blame Stephanopolous, who 
turned Quisling in the Clinton 
Administration fairly early on; the 
network is at fault. 

Stephanopolous has always 
been a great also-ran; he plays well 
in the orchestra, but first-violin he 
is not. Roberts had 30-odd years of 
reporting (not to mention 
her familial history in 
politics — her father 
was the late Sen. Hale 
Boggs [D-La.], and 
when his plane went 
down during a trip to 
Alaska, her mother 
Lindy took 
over the Senate 
seat; her sister 
Barbara was 
also in politics in New Jersey before 
her death from cancer). Donaldson 
had been on the White House press 
beat for years before joining This 
Week. Though the two (especially 
Donaldson) often let their partisan 
(conservative) politics show, they 
were political heavyweights. 
Stephanopolous simply doesn’t 


win?” The other ads in the series 
are equally sexist. Boo, hiss. 

Well, we said it first: Will & 
Grace were simply not destined 
for parenthood. That story idea 
was, pardon the political incor¬ 
rectness, simply toooo lesbian. 
Thank the powers-that-be that the 
show’s writers have finally found 
their marbles and are realizing the 
same thing. Last week’s episode 
was far funnier than the previous 
shows, and tonight’s portends to 
be equally good. 

If the W&G people can figure 
out they were painting themselves 
into a corner, why can’t the writers 
at All My Children ? For nearly two 
years Bianca has been an out les¬ 
bian, defying her mother and 
everyone else, insisting on her 
queer identity. But she has had a 
series of failed relationships with 
straight and bi-curious girls.

cross between overeager suck-up 
and political Puck can be a grating 
mix of obsequiousness and just 
plain irritant. 

Speaking of irritants, Sen. John 
McCain (R-Az.), that grain of 
sand in the Republican oyster, has 
been making the talk-show 
rounds almost daily. Last week we 
saw him on five different TV 
shows, not including his stint as 
host for NBC’s Saturday Night 
Live (though nothing, not even 
McCain, seems able to save the 
terrible season they are having, 
just three weeks in). We under¬ 
stand why he might turn up on 
Meet the Press and the Today show, 
but Regis and Kelly Live? Could the 
erstwhile maverick be testing the 
waters for another Presidential 
bid? Or just innocently touting his 
most recent book? Stay tuned. 

The quest for 15 minutes of 
fame fostered by the spate of real¬ 
ity TV shows on the tube in recent 
seasons seems to have impacted 
the hunt for the Beltway sniper. 
More than one alleged eyewitness 
to the murder of victim Linda 
Franklin outside a Home Depot 
simply made up the data they gave 
police. One wonders how anyone 
could imagine a few minutes on- 
camera is more important than 
catching a murderer, but that des¬ 
perate desire for a taste of fame 
(or in this case, infamy) seems to 
cloud judgment in many. Just a re¬ 
minder: giving false information 
to the police is a crime, whether 
you saw it on Fear Factor or not. 

Assault & battery 

We are also appalled by the 
blatant sexism of the new Rayovac 
battery ads. One opens on a par¬ 
ticularly vapid blonde beauty- 
pageant contestant noting, “...and 
that’s why I want world peace.” 
She is then queried as to which 
battery is better, Rayovac or Dura- 
cell. When she answers Duracell, 
she is zapped by lightning. Burnt 
to a crisp, she then asks, “Did I 


get used to the idea of Bianca’s 
queerness. Let her experience it for 
a moment. Please. 

Finally, we would like to re¬ 
mind everyone that October is 
Breast Cancer Awareness month, 
as well as Domestic Violence 
Awareness month. Is there a rea¬ 
son why there have been no TV 
promos about the second-leading 
cause of death in women, and the 
most common violent crime in 
America? We hate to sound 
“shrill,” but could the common de¬ 
nominator be women? Remember, 
sexism is the ism upon which all 
others are predicated. If you ignore 
sexism, you also ignore racism, 
classism, and homophobia. Don’t 
forget that when you reach for 
those Rayovac batteries. V

about reviews, “except they don’t 
hurt so much anymore.” 

This conversation took place in 
August, with Crowley sitting in an 
empty theater at New Conservato¬ 
ry, where auditions for the new play 
were happening before and after an 
interview. He was already contem¬ 
plating rewrites during the break. 

“We just saw an actor do a 
scene,” Crowley said, “and I 
thought, ‘Oh, my God, he’s got so 
many fucking words in his 
mouth.’ The characters have got to 
say ‘yes’ and ‘no’ once in a while.” 

Five of these characters were 
first seen in The Boys in the Band 
in 1968. The setting is still 
Michael’s apartment, where the 
confessional gay birthday party of 
the first play unfolded. The occa¬ 
sion is now a post-wake gathering 
that includes five characters of a 
younger generation. 

“It had to be the old guys ver¬ 
sus the new generation,” Crowley 
said of the play’s dynamic. “I 
wanted the exchange of ideas, and 
we also had to get some new 
blood in there. Nobody wants to 
see a play with a bunch of grumpy 
old men on stage.” 

Grumpy, maybe, but seasoned 
by life. “I met a lot of young people 
half my age and listened to so fuck¬ 
ing many people share that I 
thought I was going to lose my 
mind,” Crowley said of his time in 
recovery. “You sit there and hear 
people who have been sober for 
two days, and they think they know 
it all, and you just want to puke.” 

Despite his testy remonstra- 
tions, Crowley is an affable gentle¬ 
man, easy to laugh, and whose 
words seem harsher in print than 
in his friendly delivery. His cyni¬ 
cism, reflected in the autobio¬ 
graphical Michael character in 
both Boys plays, has lost some of its 
sharper edges, and now sometimes 
emerges with a smile and a shrug. 
“Is there life after San Francisco for 
this play? Who knows? I’m old 
enough to — it’s not exactly not 
care — but if it does end here, I will 
feel rewarded that it was done.” 

Bad-news bearer 

The genesis for The Men from 
the Boys came in 1988, when one 
of Crowley’s closest friends, who 
had been the specific inspiration 
for a character in Boys in the Band, 


revealed to Crowley that he had 
AIDS. “He had been sick for six to 
eight months without telling me, 
and we were so close,” Crowley 
said. “Well, I didn’t go upstairs and 
write down the scene right after he 
left, but it was etched in my mind.” 

He soon did write out a scene 
based on his friend’s bad-news 
visit, and then forgot about it for 
several years. “When I came back 
to it, I didn’t know where it would 
go in the play. I thought it was 
probably the end of the play, but 
it turns out it isn’t. I’ve never writ¬ 
ten a play out of sequence before.” 

When The Boys in the Band 
opened in New York in 1968, a 
disease like AIDS could not be 
imagined. In fact, Stonewall was 
still a year off, and populating a 
play with functioning gay charac¬ 
ters was revolutionary as well as 
risky for a rising young writer 

“I think that when people 
write dynamic and inflammatory 
works, they have some inkling of 
what they’re doing,” Crowley said. 
“I speak from experience. I mean, 
I was no idiot about writing Boys 
in the Band.” 

What Crowley couldn’t have 
anticipated was the almost-imme- 
diate rush of gay liberation, which 
produced an opinion that the Boys 
in the Band characters were self- 
hating relics to be left behind. “It 
was mostly Vito Russo and The 
Celluloid Closet,” Crowley said of 
how a Boys backlash got stirred 
up. “But even Vito said in print 


that the Frank-Larry relationship 
was the first gay relationship that 
had a happy ending.” 

Further favorable revisionism set 
in when Boys in the Band had a 
high-profile revival in New York in 
1996, when it was lauded for its pio¬ 
neering stance, its wit and energy, 
and the diverse representation of gay 
characters going about their lives 
with varying degrees of success. 

“Of course, it was a blessing 
and curse,” Crowley said of Boys in 
the Band. “But what if I had never 
done it at all? I wouldn’t have had 
the life I’ve had. It brought me 
fame and a lot of money, but it 
also made me drink myself into 
oblivion. But who knows if I 
wouldn’t have done that anyway? 
My father did, and he didn’t write 
The Boys in the Band.” 

In answering a domestic ques¬ 
tion, Crowley said he has general¬ 
ly not been susceptible to cou¬ 
pling. 

“That’s actually referred to in 
this play. Michael’s last speech goes 
something like, it’s sad to have 
never shared your life with anyone. 
It’s essential for some people, but 
for me it’s always been impossible. 
It’s just been better to travel hope¬ 
fully than to ever arrive.” T

Marianne Faithfull 


T hroughout her lengthy 
recording career, Marianne 
Faithfull has been fortunate 
in her choice of creative collabora¬ 
tors. Whether it was Mick Jagger 
and Keith Richards in the early 
years, or Hal Willner and Angelo 
Badalamenti in later years, Faithfull 
has worked with people who have 
allowed her to be herself. Kissin 
Time (Hut/Virgin), her dazzling 
new album, is no exception. 
Teamed up with Beck, ex-Smashing 
Pumpkin Billy Corgan, Dave Stew¬ 
art (of Eurythmics), Jarvis Cocker 
and Pulp, and Damon Albarn and 
Blur, Faithfull has created one of 
the best albums of her career. 

Gregg Shapiro: Several songs on 
the disc are geared to the dance 
floor and club scene. Are you 
ready to be transformed into a 
dance music diva again? 

Marianne Faithfull: I’ve always 
liked the thought of my songs 
being played in clubs. Long before 
all this dance stuff happened, in 
1979, there was another dance 
moment, “Broken English.” And 
Chris Blackwell did a special 
dance remix of “Broken English” 
for the clubs. So it’s not new. I 
think music and dance go togeth¬ 
er, and I like the idea of people 
being able to dance to my songs. 

You co-wrote "Sex With 
Strangers" with Beck. How did 
you come to work together? 

He was somebody who I really 
wanted to work with. I wanted to 
learn more about how people are 
making records today and what 
they do. In fact, it’s not that differ¬ 
ent from how they were ever mak¬ 
ing records! 

Out of Beck's considerable cata¬ 
log, how did you choose "Nobody's 
Fault?" 

The minute I heard it I knew I 
had to sing that song. That doesn’t 
happen to me very often. When I 
heard “The Ballad of Lucy Jor¬ 
dan,” when I heard “Working 
Class Hero,” when I heard “Why’d 


Ya Do It,” I knew I had to sing 
those songs. And when I heard 
“Nobody’s Fault,” I knew I had to 
somehow sing that song. 

Why did you choose "I'm Into 
Something Good?" 

Billy Corgan was trying to find 
out something more about me. 
When people ask me what my fa¬ 
vorite music is, I tell the truth, but 
it’s very opaque. I say, “Well, I lis¬ 
ten to Aretha Franklin, James 
Brown, The Who, The Rolling 
Stones, John Coltrane, Miles 
Davis.” That’s my answer always,

and it wasn’t really giving Billy any 
kind of key into something in me. 

Then I remembered that when 
I was getting on the plane in 
Dublin to come to work with Billy 
in LA, I had heard, on the Muzak 
in the airport, the Herman’s Her¬ 
mits song. All I thought was, 
wouldn’t it be nice if Billy and I 
could write something in that vein 
together? I thought, “Let’s try and 
hit that feeling.” I told him that 
story and he just grabbed it and 
said, “Right. Let’s do it.” 

One,of the most inspired pieces of 
casting was when you were cast as 


God on Absolutely Fabulous. That 
role exposed you to a whole new 
generation of gay men. 

Yeah, it was particularly fun for 
all of my friends in the gay com¬ 
munity. Jennifer Saunders came to 
see a show that I was doing, to talk 
about this. I said to her very clear¬ 
ly, “Now look, Jennifer, I’d love to 
do this, but I don’t want to just 
come on as Marianne Faithfull. I 
have to have a part.” She just 
raised her eyebrows and looked 
me straight in the eye and said, 
“OK darling, would God do?” 
What could I say? ▼

in faggotry

Sex and Mayhem , Part One 
Donald Currie 

U ndoubtedly the closest you 
can get to Technicolor im¬ 
agery without benefit of a 
screen, Donald Currie’s outra¬ 
geous, let-it-all-hang-out audio¬ 
book is a trip and a half. Reliving 
the saga of a San Francisco fresh¬ 
man’s first love during the early 
’60s, this flaming faggot flashback 
brilliantly fulfills its creator’s in¬ 
tent to create “a movie made of 
sound.” 

Currie’s tale of a horny student 
“with a penchant for melodrama 
and a propensity for premature 
ejaculation” is, at the least, end¬ 
lessly amusing, and at the most 
profoundly inspiring. Our hero’s 
(or is it heroine’s?) hysterical per¬ 
ambulations through familial dis¬ 
approbation, muscle magazines, 
Hollywood epics, and the San 
Francisco State Drama Depart¬ 
ment’s students and faculty are 
portrayed in an unfaltering voice 
that frequently assumes the phony 
English accent of Hollywood 
damsels of decades past. Are we 
listening to Rosalind Russell, Aun¬ 
tie Marne, or Donald Currie? Who 
is Donald Currie, and what does 
he really sound like? And does it 
matter? 


What does matter is the sheer 
joy and exuberance of this tale of 
sexual emergence in the years be¬ 
fore Stonewall. Fantasy abounds, 
the kind of fantasy that continu¬ 
ally fuels the masturbatory mania 
of men who dare not reveal their 
secret. That the imagery is in some 
ways unique to Currie’s era (and 
my own) adds to the phantas¬ 
magoric aspect of the narrator’s 
fascinating flings. Any male of any 
era who has found himself stalling 
when his high school teacher 
asked him to stand because he was 
trying to hide his boner under his 
desk will squeal with delight at 
Currie’s unbridled gallop through 
the recesses of his hardly-closeted 
mind. 

The format is nonstop narra¬ 


tive, complete with brilliant musi¬ 
cal interjections chosen by Currie 
and seamlessly interwoven with 
assistance from Jason Gorski. Cur¬ 
rently available at cdbaby.com/ 
donaldcurrie, the disc is Part One 
of four; Part Two is due in No¬ 
vember. 


Currie has already been 
named “Best Literary Performer” 
by the Stonewall Society, and has 
been the subject of numerous 
radio interviews. His history in¬ 
cludes Gestalt Fool Theatre Fam¬ 
ily performances at the Fillmore 
with the Grateful Dead, founding 
Western Onion Singing 
Telegrams, phone work for what 
later became the SF AIDS Foun¬ 
dation, and a 15-year practice of 
Chinese medicine. While it is 
doubtful that his raunchy, no- 
holds-barred honesty and hilari¬ 
ous homoeroticism will result in 
an audience at the White House, 
his oversized evocations are des¬ 
tined to earn him accolades far 
and wide. The man is a genius.

Opening a sex museum m post- 
Giuliani New York was no easy 
task. The museums Fifth Avenue 
building is 500 feet from any 
church or school, its facade consists 
of plain white windows with the 
name in small letters, and visitors 
must be at least 18 years old.

photos, “physical culture” muscle 
magazines, lesbian pulp fiction, ac¬ 
counts of the early African-Amer¬ 
ican butch/femme scene in 
Harlem, articles about transgender 
pioneer Christine Jorgenson, pho¬ 
tographs from public sex venues 
such as Plato’s Retreat and the 
Hellfire Club, clips from Deep 
Throat , the first porn flick to gar¬ 
ner mainstream popularity, and 
videos of ACT UP protests. 

In 1916, Margaret Sanger 
opened the first birth-control clin¬ 
ic in Brooklyn. The first condoms 
were marketed by a New York 
sausage-vendor who saw a new use 
for sausage casings, and founded 
the Ramses company. And, the ex¬ 
hibit says, the first American het¬ 
erosexual SM scene emerged in the 
city in the 1930s, as fetishists from 
Germany and France fled to the 
US to escape the Nazis. 

New Yorkers are often accused 
of thinking their city is the center 
of the universe, and this tendency 
is sometimes apparent in the ex¬ 
hibit. As usual, the 1965 police 
raid of the Council on Religion 
and Homosexuality’s New Year’s 
Eve ball in San Francisco is glossed 
over in favor of the Stonewall 
Riots as the spark that started the 
gay liberation movement. And the 
contention that the gay commu¬ 
nity embraced the SM scene as a 
result of the 1954 Marlon Brando 
film The Wild One is certainly 
questionable; more likely, the film 
was influenced by the nascent Cal¬ 
ifornia gay biker subculture. 

The inaugural exhibit is ac¬ 
companied by a fascinating book 
entitled NYC SEX. More than a 
catalog, the book provides an 
overview of the history of sex in 
the city by Turner, followed by a 
series of interviews. Duberman 
and Nestle discuss queer life in the 
years before and during the gay 
liberation movement; “Happy 
Hooker” Xaviera Hollander and 
Tracy Quan talk about the chang¬ 
ing face of prostitution; feminist 
performance artist Karen Finley, 
author Luc Sante, KISS rocker 
Gene Simmons, and cartoonist 
Art Spiegelman look at the city’s 
underground subcultures; and au¬ 
thor Legs McNeil and ex-porn 
stars Vanessa del Rio and Annie 
Sprinkle discuss the porn industry 
in New York City before it moved 
to the West Coast in the late 1980s. 

MoSex is a worthy addition to 
the New York City visitor’s itiner¬ 
ary. While the primary goal is not 
titillation, says Turner, “It’s in¬ 
evitable that anyone coming to the 
show will find something that sex¬ 
ually excites them.” Advises 
Reinisch, “It’s a great place to 
bring a date!”

Ghost town 

P paying in the graveyard of a small Ohio town wasn’t so much 
scary as environmentally appropriate. With ornate mau¬ 
soleums ripe for “Dark Shadows” reenactments, Halloween 
was more often a pleasant celebration of the dead, an orange sign¬ 
post of the season’s passing; leaf piles, entire fields of pumpkins to 
chose from. 

One of our older playmate/babysitters, Carl, a handsome high 
school kid from next door, would be our Frankenstein or werewolf, 
jumping out from behind tombstones under the occasional full 
moon bright enough to satisfy fames Whale. We enjoyed giggling 
at mortality. 

But then Carl got shipped off to Vietnam, and the scary stuff 
continued each day in the green blurry film footage on the news. 

Death took on a different aspect then. We didn’t play so much 
in the cemetery, but we do visit now and then. 

The origins of All Hallow’s Eve are, of course, Pagan, and cele¬ 
brate the harvest. Subsequent Catholic appropriated versions made 
the next day, November 1, All Saint’s Day. The weeks before it now 
have a special aisle at Wal-Marts. 

Despite the alleged Christianization of America, it seems iron¬ 
ic that this holiday’s products - the celebration of Samhain, witch¬ 
es and spirits - outsell most others. 

Our local version has suffered enormous growth pains, with the 
teeming hordes of suburbanites, some of them looking for trouble 
and upstaging what was once a fun Castro holiday. Once a safe cel¬ 
ebration of wacky drag, many GLBT folk have to consider the an¬ 
nual option; dive in or get the hell out of town. 

Castro merchants say they don’t want an official area, and yet 
thousands throng to the tiny gay district, expecting to see freaks. 
Performers want to put on a show to offer some distraction from 
what the late hours bring; drunken people a lot scarier than any 
fictional monster. 

Do you remember when Halloween was innocent? 

What relationship our collective memory has to this holiday 
melds together in styrofoam headstones and store-bought cos¬ 
tumes, bags of candy, the creepy house at the end of the road, ru¬ 
mors of razors in apples, and this year, snipers and impending war. 

Before you sculpt your wig or barricade your windows on the 
31st, stop by the Embarcadero’s Justin Herman Plaza at 11am on 
Saturday, Oct. 26, and join the growing ranks of citizens around 
the world detemined to resist the flippant actions of probably the 
scariest (p)residential administration ever. 

Halloween isn’t just an annoying invasion of double-parking, 
barfing, pissing creeps, even though in some zip codes it seems that 
way. 

War isn’t going to distract us from a sinking economy, fraudu¬ 
lent elections, and suspicious “security” measures. With elections 
always around the comer after the candy buzz wears off, it helps to 
have a little foresight beyond the political masquerade. 

The best way to remember the dead on All Hallow’s Eve is to 
prevent more from joining their ranks before their time. 

This year, celebrate the harvest of life, of accomplishments, of 
love. Celebrate the fun of dressing up, and demand a safe space to 
do it. Look the monsters in the face, and say, “Boo.” ▼

Contestants 
were obliged to be in¬ 
terviewed by judges 
and had to make ap¬ 
pearances in sports¬ 
wear, talent and formalwear.

Uppers and downers 

One of the questions frequent¬ 
ly asked of contestants in most 
leather competitions is, “How well 
did your sponsor treat you?” Often 
the titleholder reveals a litany of 
misgivings about their sponsor(s), 
especially in bar title contests. 
Complaints like: “I had to have 
garage sales, cookie sales and car 
washes to get here to compete.” 

The aspirants to a title should 
ensure from the beginning that if 
they win, all that is promised is 
delivered. Most organized contest 
producers provide for airfare, 
hotel accommodations and a cer¬ 
tain amount of spending cash for 
their titleholders. Others could 
care less, and if the title-winner 
wants to compete at the next 
higher level, it is up to him to pay 
for the expenses, often by 
fundraisers. 

While there are complaints 
from both sides of the issue, re¬ 
member, if you are going to com¬ 
pete for a title, make sure you un¬ 
derstand what the rewards 
are/may be. 

Right now, a certain East Coast 
leather bar is seen in a bad light in 
its community for not holding up 
its end of their deal in staging a re¬ 
gional contest. The bar did a land¬ 
slide business the night of the 
competition, yet legal action is 
being threatened against them for 
not dispensing any of the 
promised funds. Tsk-tsk. Hopeful¬ 
ly, the matter will be settled with¬ 
out too much acrimony. 

On the brighter side, the new 
owners of the Russian River Eagle 
have signed on as the new spon¬ 
sors of the Northern California 
Leather Sir/Boy titles.
